ERIC is a nationwide information network for acquiring, selecting, abstracting, indexing, storing, 
retrieving, and disseminating significant and timely education-related documents and journal articies. It 
consists of a coordinating staff in Washington, D.C. and 16 Clearinghouses located at universities or with 
professional organizations across the country. These Clearinghouses, each responsible for a particular 


educational subject area, are an integral part of the ERIC system. The Clearinghouses are listed on the 
inside back cover. 


Organization of Journal: 
Resources in Education is made up of resumes and indexes. The resumes provide 
descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes appear in a “Document 
Section” and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with a prefix ED 
(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to the Resumes 
by Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type.

The documents cited in Resources in Education, except as noted, are availabie from the ERIC 
Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in both microfiche (MF) and paper copy (PC), or 
microfiche only. Availability in microfiche only may be determined by the source, for proprietary 
or copyright reasons, or by ERIC for reasons related to legibility and reproducibility.

Each issue 
announces approximately 1000 documents and pro- 
vides indexes by Subject, Personal Author, Institu- 
tion, Publication Type, and ERIC Clearinghouse 

Number. This special Computer Output Microfiche 

(COM) edition is prepared directly from the ERIC 

database prior to publication of the printed journal 

and therefore is lacking the cover and other regular 
introductory and advertising matter contained in the 
printed journal. The COM edition contains all five 
of the indexes in the printed edition. The first acces- 
sion in each issue of RIE is the issue itself. In this 
way, the monthly microfiche collection for each 
issue is immediately preceded by a microfiche 
index to that collection. This practice began with 
the RIE issue for May 1979. The electronic version

ions and concerns of a task force that researched 
current conditions that affect court-involved youth 
and identifies the most promising strategies for con- 
necting court-involved youth to the labor market.

The final 
chapter makes recommendations to assist policy- 
makers to meet the needs of court-involved youth 
for work force preparation. Eight appendixes list 
task force members, forecast employment trends, 
provide contact information for local and state labor 
contacts, list additional programs, define terms, and 
provide contact information for programs, funding 
sources, and current initiatives in youth develop- 
ment, policy-making, juvenile justice, education, 
and work force development.

Chapter | contains general 
information, such as the political and administrative 
structures of the VET system, population statistics, 
and a profile of the French economy. Chapter 2 
describes the education system and its evolution 
and funding. Chapter 3 provides background infor- 
mation on the VET system and an overview of ini- 
tial and continuing vocational training. Chapter 4 
looks at the statutory and financial framework of the 
VET system, while Chapter 5 focuses on the quali- 
tative aspects of the system, including certification 
and qualification and training of teachers and train- 
ers. The final chapter surveys current and future 
trends, including development factors and pros- 
pects for the future. Five appendixes include lists of 
acronyms, abbreviations and resource organiza- 
tions; a bibliography listing 21 references; a glos- 
sary defining 17 words; and a digest of the main 
laws, regulations, and agreements on vocational 
training.

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A study focused on the relationship between 
instructional strategies and students’ reported meta- 
skill attainment in an adult education context. 
Using the data collected from 2,507 end-of-course 
surveys of students in the Graduate Studies in Edu- 
cation program at Indiana Wesleyan University, 
analyses were run to test for correlations between 
the independent variables (19 instructional strate- 
gies) and each of 10 dependent variables (10 meta- 
skills). The three key findings of the study were the 
following: (1) instructional strategies clustered into 
four identifiable composites, each supported by a 
current and credible educational theory; (2) the cur- 
riculum composite of instructional strategies 
strongly correlated with reported attainment of all 
10 meta-skills; and (3) the assessment composite of 
instructional strategies correlated with reported 
attainment of no meta-skills. The study concluded 
that curriculum and assessment are essential com- 
ponents of any educational program and require 
substantial resource investment and attention to 
design, and that direct meta-skill instruction should 
be a component of courses offered in formal adult 
education programs. (Contains 68 references.)

This book contains proceedings from a confer- 

ence, held in Dublin, Ireland, on employment of 

prisoners and ex-offenders, including opening and 
closing addresses, papers from plenary sessions and 
summaries from panel sessions and workshops. The 
opening address, given by John O'Donoghue, is fol- 
lowed by “Including Prisoners and Ex-Offenders in 

Employment and Society: Overview and Confer-

A study examined the impact of agricultural edu- 
cation and training on farm business practice and 
the influence of training on changes to farming 
practice in Australia. Data were from an additional 
set of questions on the Australian Bureau of Statis- 
tics’ 1993-94 Agricultural Financial Survey and an 
interview survey of 65 Tasmanian farmers. Findings 
indicated that farm businesses that had no one in the 
management team with education to year 10 level 
were least likely to make a change to their practice; 
68 percent of farm businesses that participated in 
training in the past year and 39 percent of non-train- 
ing farm businesses had made a change to practice 
in the past 3 years; farm businesses with a low level 
of education were over-represented in the group 
that identified no training events as worth attending; 
31 percent of farm businesses in the lowest educa- 
tion category and less than 10 percent of farm busi- 
nesses with higher education attended no training 
events and planned no training in the next 3 years; 
farm businesses that trained and made changes to 
practice had a higher average gross operating sur- 
plus; prompts for change were (in descending order 
of importance) other farmers, training events, fam- 
ily, and staff; and almost two-thirds of Tasmanian 
participants in three survey classes made at least 
one change to practice as a result of attending a 
course. (Contains 41 references.) (YLB) 
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Identifiers—* Australia, Ethnomethodology 
A study identified some implicit concepts, 

knowledge, and skills that a seemingly standard 
adult literacy and numeracy “lesson” contains. 
Conversation analysis was used to show instances 
of how adult numeracy is embedded in adult lan- 
guage and literacy. The “conversation” was a tran- 
script from an adult literacy class for long-term 
unemployed adult men that began with a recall seg- 
ment about question and answer patterns. Two types 
of questions were compared: those occurring “natu- 
rally” as part of the “common sense” made during 
the classroom conversations and those asked as part 
of the instructional content of the lesson appropri- 
ate to the subject matter of mathematics. Analysis 
showed how language and literate practices in the 
adult literacy classroom created the reality that 
adult learners come to recognize as the subjects 
mathematics or numeracy. Two implications were 
explored. First, considerable differences between 
school mathematics and real-life numeracy raised 
the dilemma of what should be taught. Second, 
embedding of language with particular sets of val- 
ued “content areas” caused teachers to reproduce 
school-based practices and discourses for adults 
who had already experienced school failure and 
implied that literacy and numeracy teachers be 
trained in language interaction patterns and ways 
for teachers and adult students to manage them to 
achieve an identified purpose. (Contains 28 refer- 
ences.) (YLB) 
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Identifiers—* Australia, Beef Cattle Production 
A project explored the complex relationships 

between “integrated” numeracy and literacy skills, 
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self confidence, and the place of skills, knowledge, 
and values in the learning process. The focus was on 
beef producers undertaking training in quality 
assurance (QA). Analysis of observations of QA 
process on three case study farms and examination 
of Cattlecare (the QA program developed for the 
beef industry) manuals suggested skills required to 
access QA. Findings indicated the following: (1) 
numeracy skills required for the non-chemical han- 
dling parts of Cattlecare were mostly arithmetic; (2) 
chemical mixing and administration involved more 
complex tasks; (3) Cattlecare manuals had a higher 
readability index than farming and popular newspa- 
pers and magazines; and (4) many Cattlecare forms 
were at the more complex end of the structure spec- 
irum. The knowledge required to access QA was 
identified. These two possible reasons were sug- 
gested for failure to proceed with QA: the relatively 
high level of literacy and numeracy skills required 
and the high cost of necessary changes and accredi- 
tation. Underpinning the whole question of access 
was that farmers had to first value learning as 
important. Numerical and literacy activities were 
not prerequisites for learning about QA. Develop- 
ment of self confidence was shown in the values 
stage of learning. (Contains 25 references.) (YLB) 
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Identifiers—* Australia 
A review of research literature relating to voca- 
tional education and training (VET) in non-metro- 
politan Australia identified issues which 
differentially impact metropolitan and non-metro- 
politan Australia and research needs. Findings indi- 
cated non-metropolitan Australia is diverse in terms 
of population density, educational experiences of 
the population, occupation, and industries for 
employment. Rural people were less likely to have 
post-school qualifications, participate in post- 
school education and training, be employed, and be 
a professional working in manufacturing, property 
and business services, or finance and insurance. 
Rural people were more likely to have left school 
early, be unemployed or out of the labor force, work 
in small business, be self-employed or an employer, 
be a laborer or have other low-skilled occupation, 
and work in agriculture, forestry and fishing, min- 
ing, construction, or tourism. The following seven 
issues demonstrate differential impact or need fur- 


ther research: local involvement in planning; thin 
markets; cost of training and measurement of cost 
and effectiveness; flexible delivery; no tradition of 
VET or history of valuing education; quality and 
availability of trainers and assessors; and commu- 
nity sustainability, social capital, and the value of 
VET to communities. (A 59-item bibliography is 
appended.) (YLB) 
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Identifiers—* Australia 
Research into indicators of learning occurring in 

e-mail discussion groups investigated how to maxi- 
mize factors that enhance learning and networking 
using e-mail and how to minimize factors that 
inhibit learning using this medium. Data from a 
range of e-mail discussion groups formed the basis 
of the research, with focus on e-mail discussion that 
supports informal learning contexts. These three 
professional development groups were followed: 
organizational development and learning (Group 
A), primary and high school administrative issues 
(Group B), and women's health (Group C). Five 
days of discussion and three topics per group were 
analyzed to explore how communication was being 
mediated and managed. Findings indicated the 
prevalence of challenge in the interactions among 
members in all groups. Group A exhibited a consis- 
tently positive outcome from the challenges. Fea- 
tures contributing to this outcome included high 
moderator involvement; a climate of respect, sup- 
port, and consideration for the other members; min- 
imum of personal attacks; successful clarification 
processes; and a discussion that progressed and 
developed. Factors that contributed to an increase in 
dissonance in Groups B and C and to lack of 
progress and positive development were individual 
misunderstandings and misinterpretations of a pre- 
vious post and spending more time on restating 
opinions rather than discussion. (Contains 57 refer- 
ences.)

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Identifiers—* Australia 
A project has been designed to identify how a 

non-metropolitan community consolidates and 
develops sustainable social and economic activity. 
For many authors, the political position reiterating 
vocational education and training (VET) as the piv- 
otal contributor to building national economic sus- 
tainability is framed in terms of human capital 
imperatives, economic rationalism, and corporate 
managerialism. Contemporary research on VET's 
value or outcomes often focuses on industry out- 
comes or particular activity rather than value to its 
wider community. The project would examine 
whether models of vocational provision constructed 
to service one sector, as opposed to mutualities of 
sectors, may mitigate against attempts by non-met- 
ropolitan communities to reposition themselves 
economically and socially in an increasingly glo- 
balized economy. A more inclusive definition of 
VET may be appropriate to more accurately 
describe the true value of VET activity and its bene- 
fits to communities in their quest for economic and 
social sustainability. The research method com- 
bines the focused interview process with open- 
ended questions. The sample consists of two strata: 
those employed in 17 industry groupings delineated 
for benchmarking performance in VET in Australia 
and those affiliated with community groupings 
operating in the study community. (Contains 56 ref- 
erences.) (YLB) 
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Identifiers—* Australia 

A study examined the question of how one Aus- 
tralian non-metropolitan community consolidates 
and develops sustainable economic and social activ- 
ity through the learning of community members. 
The research used a focused interview process with 
open-ended questions with these 2 major sub- 
groups in the community and explored their interre- 
latedness: 2 people employed in 17 industry groups 
delineated for benchmarking performance in voca- 
tional education and training (VET) and 1 person 
affiliated with groups of community organizations. 
Sources of learning in these three contexts were 
explored: in recent paid work, in community activi- 
ties, in home activities. Respondents rated the value 
to them of these five sources of learning: at school, 
through post-school qualifications, through work, 
outside of work from involvement with community 
groups, and associated with home activities. Find- 
ings indicated nonformal and informal learning 
contributed to a substantial proportion of an indi- 
vidual's learning. Formal learning through school- 
ing and post-school qualifications were assigned a 
relatively lower value. While 46 percent of VET 
graduates regarded VET qualifications as of high or 
medium usefulness, trade qualifications and higher 
level awards were more highly valued. Regarding 
their most important skill, 47 percent named empa- 
thy for others and 42 percent named communication 
skills. (Contains 19 references.) (YLB) 
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Identifiers—* Australia 
An Australian study examined the relationship 

between current and past participation in education 

and training in small business and success or failure 
and how small businesses decide how to improve 
knowledge and skills. Telephone surveys were con- 

ducted with 181 small businesses in 4 industries in 3 

metropolitan and 3 non-metropolitan regions. Find- 

ings indicated almost a third of the sample had an 
employee or owner attend a relevant course in the 
last 12 months; the largest group of courses 
attended were technical/production-related voca- 
tional education and training (VET); more than a 
third of the sample had undertaken on-the-job train- 
ing; more than 80 percent found informal learning 
sources useful; about half had owners or employees 
with VET qualifications as their highest qualifica- 
tions; owners’ most common way of learning about 
their new business was experience or trial and error; 
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successful owners were no more likely to have 
attended a course at the time they started in the busi- 
nesses; there were few relationships between busi- 
ness success and recent participation in education 
and training; businesses that participated in on-the- 
job training were more likely to be successful; the 
most frequently given prompt for training was a 
general desire to improve efficiency; the most fre- 
quent reason for choosing a training or learning 
source was that it provided learning relevant to the 
business; and successful businesses were likely to 
be prompted to learn or train. (Contains 27 refer- 
ences.) (YLB) 
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Changes in the nature of work have resulted in a 

significant loss of employment opportunities for 
Australian youths. Since the 1980s, the Australian 
government's perspective on the problem of youth 
unemployment has moved from emphasis on job 
availability to emphasis on individual job readiness. 
A 1999 Tasmanian study of early school leavers and 
their attempts to gain employment confirms the dis- 
junction between the world of work and the educa- 
tional experiences of youths who leave school after 
completing compulsory education. For the 63 Tas- 
maniar youths studied, the pathway to work was not 
easy. Many reported negative experiences in their 
job searches, and many viewed themselves in a no- 
win situation as welfare officials pressured them to 
find employment without providing them with any 
meaningful assistance in doing so. However, the 
respondents did not perceive all attempts to assist 
them negatively. Those who participated in short 
training programs emphasizing generic skills and 
knowledge in specific areas of work generally con- 
sidered the programs beneficial. Vocational training 
programs with no waiting periods were seen as key 
to easing the Tasmanian youths’ transition from 
school to work. It was recommended that the issues 
of youth unemployment, forging school-business 
partnerships, and revising existing curricula be 
revisited. (Contains 13 references.) (MN) 
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The methods used by Australian farm managers 

to obtain the skills and knowledge needed to man- 
age their businesses were examined. Semi-struc- 
tured telephone interviews were conducted with 85 
farm owners/managers from South Australia, the 
Northern Territory, Queensland, Tasmania, and 
New South Wales. The farmers interviewed identi- 
fied a wide range of learning sources in the follow- 
ing categories: (1) training (formal and nonformal 
educational activities); (2) people who are not part 
of a training activity (other farmers, acquaintances, 
employees, consultants, and other experts); (3) 
print, audio, visual, and electronic media; and (4) 
experience and observation. Most farmers con- 
sulted multiple learning sources before altering 
their management practices. The sources for learn- 
ing varied according to the purpose of the learning. 
Training was used relatively more often by those 
changing their methods of keeping records. All 85 
businesses surveyed had used knowledge or skills 
gained from participation in at least one organized 
education or training activity in their farm manage- 
ment practices, including when making changes to 
their practices. However, people were the most fre- 
quently cited learning source for all changes, 
including new enterprise and record-keeping 
changes. Women were more likely to report learn- 
ing from experience, whereas men were more likely 
to use organized training activities as a learning 
source. (Contains 22 references.) (MN) 
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Teacher perspectives on the adult education pro- 
fession were examined in a national survey 
designed to improve understanding of the current 
cadre of “professional” adult educators and assess 
their experiences, needs, and preferences for pro- 
fessional development. A 31-item questionnaire, 
called the Professional Development Kit Needs 
Assessment, was distributed to each 466 adult edu- 
cation programs nationwide (five survey packets 
per program). The mailing of 2,330 questionnaires 
yielded 423 usable responses (response rate, 18%). 
The survey revealed a striking degree of similarity 
between the preparation and experience of adult 
basic education, General Educational Develop- 
ment, and English-as-a-second-language teachers. 
Nearly half those surveyed stated that the primary 
purpose of professional development activities 
should be to provide teachers with classroom tech- 
niques that they could use immediately. The respon- 
dents’ highest professional development priorities 
were as follows: add to instructional skills, add to 
knowledge of teaching adults, improve knowledge 
of how people learn in content areas; learn to incor- 
porate technology into instruction; learn how other 
teachers conduct their practice; and improve class- 
room management skills. Eighty-eight percent of 
respondents believed that they made the correct 
decision when deciding to become an adult educa- 
tion practitioner. (The bibliography lists 19 refer- 
ences.

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Howard Gardner and others have continued to 

expand on Gardner's theory of multiple intelli- 

gences (MI), a broad range of abilities people use to 
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learn, solve problems, and create. Whereas most 
past studies and practical applications of MI theory 
have focused on learners in grades K-12, recent 
projects are extending MI to adult education. For 
example, Shearer has published an adult version of 
his instrument for measuring MI. In the adult ver- 
sion, three assessments of intellectual style have 
been added to the scales for the eight intelligences. 
Much of the work on MI for adults addresses the 
following areas: (1) adult literacy learners and 
adults with learning disabilities who may have 
experienced early schooling failure by being 
labeled by earlier, more limited conceptions of 
intelligence; (2) use of MI in the workplace to 
increase creativity and productivity by enabling 
workers to use their strengths; and (3) the connec- 
tion between MI and multimodal learning using 
technologies such as the World Wide Web. MI the- 
ory is not prescriptive, and adult educators must use 
their own experience to decide how to apply it. An 
annotated bibliography listing 24 print and Web 
resources constitutes approximately 75% of this 
document. (MN) 
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Incidental learning is unintentional or unplanned 
learning that results from other activities. It occurs 
often in the workplace, during the use of computers, 
and in the process of completing tasks. Incidental 
learning occurs in many ways, including the follow- 
ing: through observation, repetition, social interac- 
tion, and problem solving; from implicit meanings 
in the classroom or workplace policies or expecta- 
tions; by watching or talking to colleagues or 
experts about tasks; and from being forced to accept 
or adapt to situations. Incidental learning is situ- 
ated, contextual, and social. It is thus characterized 
by those features that are considered most effective 
in formal learning situations. Incidental learning 
can result in improved competence, changed atti- 
tudes, and growth in interpersonal skills, self-confi- 
dence, and self-awareness. Not all unplanned 
learning is effective, however. Because incidental 
learning is often not recognized or labeled as learn- 
ing by learners or others, it is difficult to measure 
and harness for use. Adult learners often do not dis- 
tinguish between formally and _ incidentally 
acquired learning or prefer incidental learning 
opportunities to formal ones. Several researchers 
have examined the issue of how educators can help 
learners make incidental learning outcomes 
explicit. An annotated bibliography listing 21 print 
and Web resources constitutes approximately 75% 
of this document.

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This book outlines the principles of planning, 

implementing, and evaluating successful profes- 
sional meetings and conferences in education. The

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A study was conducted to determine the effec- 
tiveness and efficiency of federally funded work 
force development programs, such as employment 
and training programs. Information, including bud- 
get data for fiscal years 1999 and 2000, was gath- 
ered on federally funded employment and training 
programs for which a key program goal is providing 
assistance to persons trying to find employment or 
improve their job skills. Information on the groups 
of individuals these programs target, the services 
each program provides, and possible areas of over- 
lap was also obtained. In addition, researchers 
sought the type of information needed to assess 
whether these programs are duplicative and ineffi- 
cient and raised issues to be considered in develop- 
ing options to improve the efficiency of federally 
funded employment and training programs. The 
study identified 40 federally funded employment 
and training programs for which a key program goal 
is providing assistance to persons trying to find 
employment or improve their job skills. The 35 pro- 
grams that provided data on how funds were used 
indicated that $11.7 billion funded work force 
development activities and that 6 of these programs 
accounted for nearly two-thirds of the $11.7 billion. 
Thirty-three of the 40 employment and training pro- 
grams served primarily a single target group, and 
most of them offered participants a wide range of 
employment and training services. Programs over- 
lap when multiple agencies administer programs 
that are designed to achieve similar outcomes, cre- 
ating the potential for administrative inefficiencies 
and duplication of, or gaps in, service delivery. The 
study recommended more coordination and cooper- 
ation among programs to eliminate duplication of 
efforts.

Again today, as 40 years ago, the idea of setting 
standards for career and technical education (CTE) 
has come to the fore. CTE practitioners have 
learned some lessons about implementing stan- 
dards, among them that there is no “standard” stan- 
dard; instead, there can be a confusing variety of 
standards. An analysis of standards reveals that 
there are content standards that state what learners 
should know and be able to do, whereas perfor- 
mance standards describe how well learners should 
know or be able to do something. Standards can 
cover these three general types of knowledge and 
skills: (1) technical standards that cover the knowl- 
edge and skills workers need in different jobs; (2) 
academic standards that cover traditional school 
subjects; and (3) employability standards that cover 
thinking, problem-solving, communication, inter- 
personal, and technology skills and personal quali- 
ties, such as responsibility and integrity. Technical 
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standards can be divided in these three ways: indus- 
try core standards, occupational family standards, 
and occupationally specific standards. Practitio- 
ners must validate the set of standards to ensure that 
they are relevant to the local situation. The valida- 
tion process should include all key stakeholders, 
use appropriate methods of review, and pilot test 
and refine standards. Once validated, standards can 
be incorporated in the CTE curriculum. In addition, 
academic and CTE standards should be “cross- 
walked” in order to show how academic skills are 
used in occupations. Financial and policy support 
are needed to implement standards.

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The process of assessment in career and technical 
education (CTE) is changing significantly under the 
influence of forces such as emphasis on assessment 
for individual and program accountability; empha- 
sis on the investigation of consequences of assess- 
ment; emergence of item response theory, which 
supports computer adaptive testing; and pressure 
for authentic assessment by critics of standardized 
testing. The use of technology for assessment is 
being increasingly stressed. Potential advantages of 
computerized it include rapid feedback, 
money savings, enhanced security, more curriculum 
time, and capability to track process-oriented vari- 
ables.

Examples of 
applications of technology to evaluation in CTE 
include test design, item creation, presentation, 
item scoring, and location (through use of the Inter- 
net). In moving toward computerized assessment, 
consequences should be considered in line with cur- 
rent evaluation and validation models. Especially 
for policy makers and administrators, implementa- 
tion is an important aspect of computerized assess- 
ment. Technology can support the broad changes in 
assessment that are ongoing as a function of inter- 
nal and external scrutiny, and both authentic as well 
as traditional assessment can benefit from technol- 
ogy.

A relevant question for educators is how adult 

learning and education can cultivate change with 

individuals and groups. M.D. Hohn (1998) identi- 

fies four types of change: change by exception, 

incremental change, pendulum change, and para- 

digm change. A change agent tries to bring about a 

change deliberately. The change process is transfor- 

mative, is political, involves learning, and takes 

place over a period of time. Adult educators fre- 
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quently act as change agents. Literature describing 
the change process and the learning that occurs as 
part of it uses terms or describes processes associ- 
ated with adult learning, particularly transformative 
learning. Reflection is another term associated with 
both adult learning and change. The political 
aspects of change, including power, are also topics 
in adult learning. Because a change agent deliber- 
ately tries to bring about change, some adult educa- 
tors may feel conflict in helping adults become 
aware of how society is structured and how their 
own experiences have been shaped by such factors 
as gender, race, and class. As Stephen Brookfield 
(1995) believes, the teacher of adults has the 
responsibility to help learners become critically 
reflective and think of themselves as individuals 
capable of taking action and changing the world. 
The adult educator who assumes the role of change 
agent should pay attention to the context; be pre- 
pared to be proactive; attend to learning; and build 
in action.

A 
meta search engine searches other search engines. 
Two sites that provide up-to-date comprehensive 
information on search engines are Search Engine 
Showdown and Search Engine Watch. One tool in 
the WWW that can quickly help in narrowing the 
long list of potential search engines is Noodle 
Quest. Based on the results of research conducted 
by the author on five searches, HotBot and Google 
appear to be fairly good search tools to use when in 
a hurry to find a few relevant sites related to a given 
training topic.

Thinkback is a new instructional process that 
uses “thinking aloud” strategies developed by 
Arthur Whimbey and derives its name from the 
technology of instant video playback. Thinkback is 
a generalization of techniques described in the pro- 
gram “Problem Solving and Comprehension,” 
which has been used for more than 20 years. The 
key element of the program is Thinking Aloud Pair 
Problem Solving (TAPPS), a process wherein a lis- 
tener asks questions that probe the problem solver's 
thinking. The Thinkback technique spans the gap 
between unstructured constructivist-style instruc- 
tion and lock-step memorization drills, and it can 
convert a teacher-centered rote memory lesson into 
an intellectually challenging student-centered 
exploration while simultaneously maintaining spe- 
cific content mastery objectives in areas such as 
mathematics, language arts, social studies, or sci- 
ence. Thinkback can also be used to add subtle 
structure to an open-ended creative exercise, 
thereby allowing students at all ability levels to ben- 
efit from the exercise. Before students begin the 
TAPPS process, they are presented with a model 
case consisting of dialogue between a problem 
solver and a listener. As a student gains experience, 
the listener's questions become increasingly prob- 
ing.

Lectures, reading assignments, 
group work, interactive class discussions, and pre- 
sentations by practitioners are used to help learners 
students develop the research and practice skills 
needed to produce start-up business plans. The 
course has evolved based on student and instructor 
evaluations. The businesses proposed by course 
participants have targeted industrial, commercial, 
consumer, and government markets and have been 
based on the development and sale of products such 
as the following: hardware, software, systems, 
chemicals, biomedical products, biologicals, con- 
sulting services, and instrumentation. Class mem- 
bers have included engineering students (juniors 
and seniors), faculty, professional engineers and 
scientists, and retirees. Many class members have 
been professionals whose advanced degrees did not 
prepare them for entrepreneurship. Some course 
completers have started their own businesses or 
used the techniques taught in the course within 
larger businesses.

The Department of Mechanical Engineering at 
the University of Minnesota developed a new engi- 
neering design curriculum to meet the pedagogical 
needs of undergraduate and graduate engineering 
students and to excite and retain engineering stu- 
dents of both genders and from all backgrounds. 
The curriculum is based on a series of guided, 
hands-on experiences and significant collaboration 
with industry. The cornerstone of the undergraduate 
program is a new introduction to engineering course 
that teaches through product dissections and cre- 
ative hands-on activities. At the graduate level, 
teams of business and engineering students under- 
take product development projects in collaboration 
with sponsoring companies. The resulting level of 
interaction between the university and industry has 
been shown to benefit students, faculty, and partner 
companies without requiring the expenditure of sig- 
nificant university resources. The curriculum's 
designers offered the following lessons for others 
considering similar programs: (i) engineering and 
business must lead the program equally; (2) creat-

graduates who are well-rounded and who possess a 
multidisciplinary, systems perspective, the curricu- 
lum calls for a mix of mathematics and social sci- 
ences, humanities and social sciences, engineering 
and design, and free electives). The extended pro 
gram calls for an additional 30-32 credit hours, 
inclusive of technical electives and courses in ethics 
and professional responsibilities. The model allows 
students to plan their own program with minimal 
supervision and includes provisions for interna- 
tional exchange or internship during the extended 
year.

Central Queensland University in Australia has 
developed an orientation program to introduce first- 
year university students to interactive teaching 
technologies. The program, called Passport to Flex 
ible Learning, was organized in the form of work- 
shops that run concurrently over a 5-day period 
during the university's orientation week. During the 
workshops, participants acquired hands-on experi 
ence with a range of interactive teaching technolo- 
gies. During the workshops, students were required 
to complete the following activities: participate in 
large-screen and small-screen videoconferences, 2 
teleconference, and an audiographic session; sum 
marize the main points from a tutored video instruc 
tion lecture; communicate via e-mail; download 
data from the Internet; and search and locate infor- 
mation from on-line library catalogues. A total of 
400 internal and external students and 20 academic 
and general staff from a number of faculties and 
divisions participated in the program. Upon suc 
cessful completion of the program, students 
received a passport documenting their participation 
in a range of activities representative of the world of 
electronic classrooms. Students who completed the 
program credited the workshops with increasing 
their knowledge and basic understanding of com 
munication technologies and greatly increasing 
their confidence in interfacing with various media 
and participating in learning involving interactive 
technology.

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Four models of online teaching are currently 
being used within the Faculty of Informatics and 
Communications at Central Queensland University 
in Australia. The naive model, which is the most 
widely used, may be characterized as “putting lec- 
ture notes on the World Wide Web” with no oppor- 
tunities for interaction or feedback. The standard 
model attempts to make active use of the Web's 
technology by allowing a significant degree of com- 
munication and interaction between students and 
staff, including through a subject home page, elec- 
tronic copies of the printed materials dispatched to 
students before the semester, lecture slides in Pow- 
erpoint format, additional notes arising from on- 
campus lectures and tutorials, copies of past exami- 
nations, and links to the electronic mailing list for 
the subject. The evolutionary model attempts to 
address several key issues not addressed in the stan- 
dard model by allowing the exact method of a 
course's delivery to evolve from semester to semes- 
ter, based on identified strengths and weaknesses 
and weekly anonymous feedback from students. 
The radical model dispenses with lectures entirely. 
Instead, students are assigned to groups and learn 
by interacting among themselves and using existing 
Web-based resources, with academic staff mem- 
bers providing guidance as and when required.

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The engineering profession and, consequently, 
the education process for engineers must respond to 
several new realities in order to be successful in the 
21st century. Some aspects of the new reality that 
are relevant to engineering education are as follows: 
the globalization of commerce; the information rev- 
olution; innovations in technology; the new empha- 
sis on sustainable development; recognition of the 
need for lifelong learning and gender equality; the 
role of engineers in nations’ future prosperity and 
the political process; the rise of multinational cor- 
porations and new start-up companies; the trend 
toward transformation of the study of engineering 
into the “new liberal arts” coupled with emphasis 
on basic engineering/specialization; industry-uni- 
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versity partnerships; the need for engineers to 
receive training in innovation/entrepreneurship and 
communication; and the need to attract more 
women into the field of « »gineering. In recognition 
of the new reality, the University of Calgary in 
Alberta has adopted the position that a four-year 
university program in engineering is reasonable for 
producing graduates that either enter the work force 
as “engineers-in-training” or enter further studies in 
engineering or in business, law, or medicine. How- 
ever, the university strongly recommends an addi- 
tional 16-month internship in industry for students 
wishing to advance into leadership roles. (MN) 
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Australia's Queensland Education Department 
and Certral Queensland University (CQU) jointly 
developed a pilot program, called the Tertiary 
Awareness Programme Pilot (TAPP), to ease the 
transition of students advancing from Queensland's 
Glenmore State High School to the university. 
Unlike most previous transition-type courses, the 
TAPP reiied heavily on a process of acculturation 
and socialization in conjunction with the delivery of 
a variety of traditional learning and student-cen- 
tered life skills. The TAPP was designed to inte- 
grate the academic, social, economic, and 
environrental aspects of transition. Its primary aim 
was to encourage development of appropriate life- 
long learning skills by senior high school students 
who were preparing for their first year at a univer- 
sity. The 10-week TAPP was delivered on campus at 
CQU to allow participants to experience a high 
degree of “socialization.” The TAPP materials were 
delivered through a combination of lecture and tuto- 
rial formats. In addition, students took part in activ- 
ities outside the classroom, including orientation 
programs with CQU's student association and meet- 
ings and social functions with faculty, and social 
functions with various departments. Postprogram 
evaluations confirmed that the TAPP significantly 
improved students’ levels of understanding of a 
wide range of transition-related issues. (Contains

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The Northern Alberta Institute of Technology 
(NAIT) in Edmonton, Alberta, has undertaken a 
project called LOGging Our Curriculum. The goals 
of the project, which involves creating a fully out- 
comes-based curriculum across the institution and 
housing that curriculum in a database that is acces- 
sible to NAIT instructors over the World Wide Web, 
are as follows: make NAIT more responsive to the 
fast-changing requirements of industry; provide 
instructors with shared curriculum development 
tools; and provide students with more learner-cen- 
tered learning materials that follow a pedagogically 
accepted and systematic instructional design 
model. The project began with course-by-course 
identification of learning outcomes for all NAIT 
courses. Outcome statements were fashioned in a 
consistent institutional format incorporating an 
accepted list of verbs that can be classified accord- 
ing to Bloom's taxonomy. The project offered an 
opportunity to update the competency profile devel- 
opment process to normalize the function of curric- 
ulum validation and renewal in the context of 
instructors’ regular work. Other important benefits 
of the shared database are its interdisciplinary 
nature and the fact that it keeps the overlapping of 
efforts to an absolute minimum. The curriculum 
database will also be an invaluable resource for 
NAIT's business unit as it designs customized train- 
ing for a myriad of industry clients. (MN) 
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This paper argues that the concept “empathy” 
will be fundamental to successful human learning 
futures. However, while the need for empathetic 
education workers will increase, the paper also sug- 
gests that the possibility of them being so will 
become increasingly problematic. The paper first 
provides an outline of some conceptions of empathy 
and presents a brief argument for why the need for 
empathetic education workers is both morally 
obliged and a practical necessary. It then looks to 
education futures that suggest that education work- 
ers and students will increasingly interact with one 
another regardless of differences in cultures, con- 
texts, time, and space. Within this context of 
increased diversity among workers and students, 
the paper addresses how two paradoxes are created: 
a pragmatic paradox is created, because communi- 
cation within immediate education futures will 
involve restricted body language and physical pres- 
ence and lead to the use and interpretation of words 
becoming even more crucial, and a moral paradox is 
created, because the need for empathetic education 
workers will increase and being an empathetic edu- 
cation worker will become harder, while communi- 
cations between some groups and about some 
things will just not be allowed. Finally, the paper 
suggests why education workers should not give up 
on continuing to be empathetic.

This paper problematizes the bifurcation of tech- 
nology and tradition and its implied unidirectional 
transformative authority of technology. It divides 
the multitude of responses to the relation between 
technology and culture into these three categories:

sage, and technology as a messenger unaware of its 
message. A study is reported that used examples 
from 48 Islamic World Wide Web sites and suggests 
that Muslim identities are incessantly being rein- 
vented and reconstructed via, rather than despite of, 
new technologies. The paper reports that the study 
demonstrates that a conscious appropriation and 
appreciation of technology not only does not under- 
mine cultural distinctiveness, but it may also 
enhance the production of a more vibrant cultural 
environment.

It also 
argues that the proponents of the technology-tradi- 
tion binary perceive tradition as a set of static prac- 
tices, a social order incapable of generating and 
adapting to change.

Darussalam that explored vocational education 
teacher trainees’ and their future students’ views 
about the function of reading in vocational educa- 
tion and about reading in English. Part A, a review 
of current theoretical perspectives in literacy as a 
socially constructed phenomenon, is organized by 
these main premises: literacy is an everyday social 
practice that individuals participate in; literacy is 
not a neutral practice but relates to how individuals 
read the world; literacy is a political enterprise; and 
the pedagogy of literacy empowers particular social 
groups. Part B describes the questionnaire and its 
theoretical underpinnings. These findings from !17 
student questionnaires are reported: they were most 
likely to consider aspects of code breaker and text 
participant roles of readers and less likely to con- 
sider aspects of text user and text analyst; and gen- 
der and work experience analyses indicated no 
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significant differences. These findings from 21 
teacher questionnaires are reported: they conceived 
of reading in the traditional manner—as a code 
breaking activity, with some reflection on the text 
participant role—and teachers usually or always 
think about aspects of meaning while reading.

Cultural development of modern countries in the 

East, including the Republic of Kazakhst:n, is a 

complicated and contradictory process, where com- 

mon cultural ways were shaped differently and spe- 

cifically in the countries. Common historical fate 

has influenced this development and given these 

countries some common problems, but there is 

some progress and new ideas are replacing the post- 
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colonial way of thinking. One of the most important 
and distinct features of the modern world is the infi- 
nitely expanding ability of information suppliers. 
Information serves for communication, learning, a 
means of controlling society, and a weapon allow- 
ing some cultures to dominate others. The info-cul- 
tural space is an area whose borders do not match 
geographical, political, or economic borders of the 
modern world. The West has the necessary techni- 
cal resources to easily penetrate info-cultural bor- 
ders not protected by any laws or conventions. One 
defense of third world countries to aggression in 
this sphere is religion, especially in the most con- 
centrated, aggressive form of traditionalism: funda- 
mentalism. Kazakhstan has legislative measures to 
limit foreign participation in mass media. Special 
measures must be taken to protect the national info- 
cultural space. They should be worked out by gov- 
ernment and non-governmental organizations. Each 
country's distinct culture must be given all the 
opportunities to develop and flourish. (YLB) 
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The importance of international trade and invest- 

ment to the achievement of economic diversifica- 

tion objectives has increased need for professionals 
skilled in trade policy development and negotiation, 

a field known as commercial diplomacy. A severe 

shortage of these professionals limits developing 

countries’ abilities to take full advantage of oppor- 
tunities offered by international trade and invest- 
ment and globalization of the world economy. 

Development of networks of regional and national 

training centers for commercial diplomacy staffed 

by local experts would alleviate the problem. Local 
experts would be trained to provide hands-on train- 
ing, have access to generic training materials 
reflecting global best practices, and be able to 
develop materials reflecting local trade policy, 

laws, institutions, cultural values, and practices. A 

comprehensive training program calls for courses in 

many disciplines and would be structured as a 

sequence of these four stages of instruction: theory, 

institutions, techniques and skills, and integration. 

Required training materials are instructional mod- 

ules, teacher's manuals, textbooks, case studies, 

negotiating simulations, and guides to preparation 
of effective operational documents. Distance learn- 
ing resources should be an important component. 

Coordination of efforts of various international 

trade agencies, multilateral organizations, national 

economic development agencies, and private insti- 
tutions working in the area is also desirable. (YLB) 
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Historically, the spread of universal formal mass 
education in the West is closely linked to emergence 
of nation-states. This is also true of the Third 
World. The salient feature of education today is that 
it reflects a model of society in which citizens, 
including children, are seen as a potential to be 
tapped for development of the nation, as well as of 
its individual members. In Syria, education has 
expanded tremendously in scope and scale. The 
importance of education in Jordan can be shown by 
the simple fact that out of around 4 million inhabit- 
ants in 1991, almost 2 million were pupils. Compar- 
ison of essays written by students in Syria, Jordan, 
and Sweden shows that Middle Eastern pupils’ 
essays reflect what they have been taught to see as 
desired and desirable goals, and the pupils stress 
unanimously their duty towards national develop- 
ment. Swedish pupils are very different. None seem 
to have any particular national aspiration; few have 
any clear educational plan. Pupils in Syria and Jor- 
dan are educationally geared toward higher educa- 
tion despite needs in vocational careers. The Middle 
East has a fairly low participation of its educated 
women in the work force. Swedish women are, 
according to educational authorities, too traditional 
in program choice in higher education. Swedish stu- 
dents are confident in their future plans, but Middle 
Eastern students feel cheated since jobs suited to 
their educational levels are not available. (12 end-

Academic staff and industrial supervi- 
sors collaborate on course management and opera- 
tion. The global network of learning venues offers 
wide exposures to various cultures. Students may 
attend modules in different countries with freely 
transferable credits. Since 1990, more than 1,200 
professionals sponsored by 600 companies have 
joined the program. Current participants number 
over 400.

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Nonverbal learning disorders are less common 
than the typical language-based learning disabili- 
ties identified by school staff. Appropriate interven- 
tion is highly dependent on the accurate diagnosis 
of this disorder. Emphasis on performance and 
behavior management often obscures the etiology 
of a child's difficulties and leads to ineffective treat- 
ment approaches. The differential diagnosis can be 
confusing. As a result, many children do not receive 
adequate intervention and teachers are unable to 
develop appropriate techniques for their education 
and management. It is important to understand the 
cognitive, academic, and neuropsychological char- 
acteristics of students with non-verbal learning dis- 
orders and how these attributes translate into 
behavior and performance in the classroom. The 
focus of this paper is to clarify the diagnosis of non- 
verbal learning disorders, differentiate them from 
other learning disorders, and introduce effective 
educational intervention strategies. The acquisition 
of this knowledge will enable school psychologists, 
teachers, parents, and clinicians to understand the 
characteristics of a child with a nonverbal learning 
disorder, identify these children earlier, and initiate 
effective remedial programs.

Graduate students in counselor education pro- 
grams are required to take a minimal number of 
research courses during their tenure as students. 
The learning experiences from courses or from 
working on an individual basis with or without the 
guidance of a research mentor can vary in quality 
and intensity. The opportunity for graduate students 
to participate on a research team and work collabo- 
ratively on research projects can be a positive pro- 
fessional and personal growth opportunity.

This paper discusses some misconceptions about 
person-centered therapy being incompatible with 
brief counseling. Three major reasons contribute to 
why the person-centered approach has been omitted 
from the literature related to brief counseling. First, 
brief counseling was initially identified with the 
cognitive-behavioral school of therapy. Second, the 
person-centered approach is considered more of a 
philosophy. A third misconception concerns the 
misunderstanding surrounding empathy. In reality, 
therapists in short-term, time-limited situations are 
using many aspects of the person-centered 
approach. Both therapies share approaches that are 
based on similar beliefs, such as: psychotherapy 
should be formulated to meet the uniqueness of the 
individual's needs; every individual has the poten- 
tial towards growth; and therapists realize the sig- 
nificance of the therapeutic quality of a solidly built 
relationship. Included in the paper is an excerpt 
from a third session (out of 10 sessions) of a person- 
centered brief therapy with a 30-year-old woman 
who is working on improving her low sense of self- 
efficacy.

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The graduate research training environment is 
instrumental to the development of students as sci- 
entists (Gelso, 1993, 1997; Gelso and Lent, 2000). 
Investigations of research training environments in 
counseling psychology graduate programs have 
provided some of the empirical support necessary 
for educators to draw upon Gelso's (1993) theory 
when designing and enhancing training programs. 
Research thus far has been exclusively cross-sec- 
tional, and students’ perceptions of the training 
environment are only measured as they are per- 
ceived at a single point in time. Past research has 
not addressed how short-term changes in the train- 
ing environment relate to changes in research self- 
efficacy and research interest. This paper explores 
these relationships and how changes in one specific 
aspect of the training environment, namely the stu- 
dent's relationship with a mentor, relate to changes 
in research self-efficacy and research interest. 
Counseling psychology doctoral students (N=125) 
participated in this study. Two training implica- 
tions were determined from the results. First, it sug- 
gests that training interventions may be effective at 
the level of the individual mentor and need not be 
program-wide to impact student development. Sec- 
ond, the research supports the practice of reassign- 
ing mentors if a student is unsatisfied with the 
mentor early on in training.

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Informal mentoring has always served as a means 
of fostering development and growth of the younger 
members of our society. Mentoring programs take 
on many forms. Some target youth development, 
while others foster development within professions, 
such as the mentoring of new teachers. Prior 
research on influential factors in mentoring out- 
comes focused on mentee and/or mentor attitudes, 
which might be found to affect mentoring success. 
This study seeks to broaden the range of factors 
considered in analysis of mentoring relationships, 
and to evaluate both programmatic and individual 
influences on the nature of mentoring outcomes. It 
uses three measures of mentoring success: psycho- 
social support received, career support received, 
and personal evaluation. Two conclusions can be 
drawn from the study: (1) analysis of structural and 
personal variables allowed for more comprehen- 
sive description of mentoring relationships, as situ- 
ated in a formalized context; and (2) although the 
sample population was drawn from a single mentor- 
ing program, the program was structured such that 
variations were present along variables of interest, 
allowing comparative analysis to be conducted suc- 
cessfully.

The number of citations reporting commercial 
activities in the schools has increased 154 per- 
cent—suggesting that the 1990s have become the 
decade of sponsored schools and commercialized 
classrooms. The largest area of schoolhouse com- 
mercialism appears to be sponsorship of programs 
and activities (199 percent increase). The fastest 
growing commercial activity appears to be exclu- 
sive agreements between schools and bottlers, 
sports apparel manufacturers, and other firms (495 
percent increase). An emerging category of school 
commercialism is electronic marketing, which 
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includes television, radio, and the Internet/World 
Wide Web. The categories of sponsored educational 
materials and incentive programs are well-estab- 
lished commercial categories. The number of cita 
tions describing sponsored educational materials 
grew 313 percent. Despite the pervasiveness of 
commercialism and its growth, the education press 
has had virtually nothing to say about the issue. An 
appendix lists sources, search strategies, search 
terms, and data tables.

Education Secretary Richard Riley opposes behav- 

ioral profiling by schools and believes that creating 

a caring environment is a better way to prevent vio- 

lence. Those who support profiling argue that keep- 

ing schools safe warrants extreme measures such as 
profiling. However, the question remains whether 
profiling is reliable. Some experts contend that 
teachers, because they observe students on a daily 
basis, are reliable sources of information about stu- 
dents. Such observations become even more impor- 
tant in the absence of a standard set of indicators 
that identify troubled students. Some questions 
raised by student profiling include the risk of misi- 
dentifying a student as potentially violent and the 
profiler's qualifications. Other violence-prevention 
measures available to schools include investing in 
emotional and social learning, using incident profil- 
ing rather than student profiling, and performing 
functional assessments.

This digest examines what is involved in evaluat- 
ing whole-school reform programs. Such evalua- 
tions are necessary to renew Comprehensive School 
Reform Demonstration (CSRD) program grants and 
are intended to help schools determine what is 
working and what needs to be changed. Two pri- 
mary goals of CSRD evaluation are to create a flexi- 
ble design and to keep the design realistic. 
Performance measures should be aligned with the 
intended outcomes of comprehensive reform pro- 
grams and should produce data that are both quanti- 
tative and qualitative. The key to a comprehensive 
evaluation is to address key questions early in the 
program so that the process will reflect the needs, 
interests, issues, and resources unique to the school. 
Since the manner in which whole-school reform is 
implemented affects results, the evaluation design 
must reveal how well the program's implementation 
is working and what concrete results it has 
achieved. Elements that can derail an evaluation 
plan include districts that lack resources for the 
evaluation, the presence of key stakeholders who do 
not have the skills to work together, and educators’ 
fear that the evaluation will be used against them. 
After gathering the data, the results should be for- 
matted for ease of use and then used to improve the 
program.

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This digest explains why public-school gover- 

nance is receiving increasing scrutiny. It identifies 

who is held accountable for results in the current 
governance system and describes recent proposals 
for transforming governance structures. Since many 
reforms of the past decade bypassed the school 
board and district office, reformers are now target- 
ing this neglected middle level of governance, with 
much of the discussion of governance focusing on 
the sometimes rocky relationships among teachers, 
principals, superintendents, and school boards. 

Some critics wish to change the system entirely, 

whereas others favor workaround solutions, such as 

vouchers, choice, and privatization. Most critics, 
however, recognize that firing the superintendent as 

a first step is no longer a viable option. The National 

Commission on Governing America’s Schools has 

recommended two forms of governance: (1) pub- 

licly authorized, publicly funded, and publicly 
operated schools based on promising trends in pub- 
lic-education governance; and (2) publicly autho- 
rized, publicly funded, and independently operated 
schools based on promising alternatives. A few eco- 
nomically based strategies for changes in school 
governance have also been proposed, such as the 


creation of basic standards created by states and 
local boards. Notable among recent developments 
in school governance has been the takeover of sev- 
eral districts by outside entities and reforms initi- 
ated by mayors.

This paper focuses on the funding of court- 
ordered desegregation plans in St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City and the ongoing search for fiscal equity in 
Missouri's 522 school districts. It describes how 
school-funding policy issues in the two cities have 
dominated legislative discussion in Missouri and 
lists the landmark dates in desegregating the state's 
two largest cities. The article describes the amount 
of federal aid received by various states and the 
early formulas that were used for establishing edu- 
cation equity. It discusses a 1993 decision that ruled 
that Missouri schools were among the most inequi- 
tably financed in the nation. This decision deter- 
mined that inequity in school funding was on the 
rise and that disparities between the 10 highest 
spending school districts and the 10 lowest spend- 
ing school districts increased steadily from 1987 
through 1993. The court ruling stated that the 
amount of money available for schools affects the 
educational opportunities that can be provided to 
Missouri's children. Financial data that were taken 
from 1998-99 show a slight deviation from the 
steady decline in the disparity ratio since legislative 
fixes were put in place, along with a revised funding 
formula that had gradually improved equity of 
funding among Missouri school districts. Two 
charts portray spending ratios among states and 
spending disparities. (RJM) 
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This collection of seven papers examines current 

theoretical perspectives on public-school finance. 

The first paper, “Reflections on the Limitations of 

Our Ability to Measure Schools’ Productivity and 

Some Perspectives from the Past,” assesses the 

inherent difficulties in measuring school productiv- 

ity, particularly if one is concerned with more than 
test scores. The next paper, “Education Financing 
and Outcomes in Philadelphia,” eschews efforts to 
measure productivity in the economic tradition, 
preferring to compare a school district with similar 
peer school districts in order to benchmark spend- 
ing and performance. The third paper, “School 
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Choice in Milwaukee: Are Private Schools Cream- 
ing Off the Best Students,” discusses potential 
threats to the measurement of public school produc- 
tivity, such as removing the most talented students 
through implementation of school-voucher pro- 
grams. The following paper, “School-Level 
Resource Allocation in the Chicago Public 
Schools,” focuses on a natural experiment in which 
funding responsibility was shifted from the district 
level to the school level. Two papers, “The Produc- 
tivity of School Finance Equalization: An Analysis 
Using Hierarchical Linear Modeling,” and “Active 
Graphics Methods for the Analysis and Display of 
Education Data,” assess fiscal equalization. The 
final paper, “Developing Student Resource Vari- 
ables for the Early Childhood Longitudinal Sur- 
vey,” describes how the National Center for 
Education Statistics has adopted a student-level 
finance measure that has the ability to accurately 
assess questions of the relationship of resources to 
student outcomes.

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Identifiers—*Class Size Reduction 
This report by the U.S. Department of Education 

highlights the benefits of the Class-Size Reduction 
program that was passed by Congress in 1998. Prior 
to this federal program, more than 85 percent of stu- 
dents were in classes with over 18 children. How- 
ever, | year after its inception, the program enabled 
1.7 million young children to learn in smaller, more 
personalized, classrooms. The program allowed 
schools to hire approximately 29,000 new teachers, 
and as a direct result, 61,000 additional teachers 
saw their class sizes shrink. Class-Size Reduction 
funds helped create more manageable classrooms 
so that teachers could focus on teaching and learn- 
ing and spend less time on discipline. The program 
has turned around low-performing schools, has 
improved reading achievement, and has boosted 
individualized instruction and classroom manage- 
ment. The report discusses how federal dollars are 
sent to where they have the greatest impact, and it 
offers several anecdotes from teachers who testify 
to the benefits of the program. It describes ways to 
support state efforts at class-size reduction and 
offers specific examples of state programs that have 
benefited children. The text details research that 
supports the efficacy of class-size reduction, and 
explains how such program work and why they are 
cost effective. (RJM) 
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This report describes financial and staffing trends 
in Minnesota's public-school districts. The report 
arose from legislators’ concerns about budget prob- 
lems that caused many school officials to eliminate 
academic programs and trim other expenses. The 
following questions are addressed in the evaluation: 
How has public school enrollment changed over the 
last decade? How have district fund balances varied 
over the last decade? How have staffing levels and 
salaries changed over time? How have past trends 
varied depending on the size, location, and other 
characteristics of school districts? and Why are 
some districts experiencing financial problems? 
The findings of the study reveal that the financial 
condition of school districts improved during the 
1990s. Spending on special education increased as 
did inflation-adjusted general fund revenues per 
student. Although over one-third of the districts 
made budget cuts in 2000, the statewide teacher- 
student ratio was expected to hold at or near the 
high reached in the prior year. Although spending 
increases resulted from class-size reduction efforts, 
declining enrollment, low staff turnover, growing 
transportation costs, and inadequate management 
practices, no single factor explained why some dis- 
tricts experienced declining fund balances or had to 
cut spending.

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Identifiers—Success for All Program 
The Principals’ Academy, associated with the 

Success for All Children Initiative, grew out of the 
work and interest of participating superintendents. 
The initiative was designed to help members of the 
Forum for the American School Superintendent 
enhance their advocacy for children by addressing 
communitywide changes needed to ensure chil- 
dren's success, linking schools with community- 
based prekindergarten education and health and 
human services, and encouraging developmentally 
appropriate early care and education. It focuses on 
the early years, from birth through age nine, and 
principals are the primary target audience. The 
project described here was designed to assist seven 
districts that comprise the Success for All Children 
Initiative of the Superintendents’ Forum. The 
project created a Principals’ Academy to provide a 
cross-district learning community for potential 
early-childhood leaders and to assist participant 
districts in developing districtwide plans for imple- 
mentation of responsive teaching. Results indicate 
that the academy was effective in five of the dis- 
tricts. Two districts achieved a high level of engage- 
ment at the individual, school, and district levels, 
whereas three districts were moderately successful 
in their implementation of the program at these 
three levels. Six appendices provide biographies of 
faculty and consultants, evaluation forms, and other 
information.

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This paper presents a systematic procedure for 
threat assessment and intervention of school shoot- 
ers. The model is designed to be used by educators, 
mental-health professionals, and law-enforcement 
agencies and is intended to help refine and 
strengthen the efforts of the National Center for the 
Analysis of Violent Crime. Its fundamental build- 
ing blocks are its threat-assessment standards, 
which provide a framework for evaluating a spoken, 
written, and symbolic threat, along with a four- 
pronged assessment approach, which looks at the 
personality of the student, the student's family 
dynamics, the schooi dynamics, the student's role in 
those dynamics, and social dynamics. The model is 
not a profile of the school shooter or a checklist of 
danger signs pointing to the next adolescent who 
will bring lethal violence to a school.

In 1997, the Danville City Public Schools opened 
four focus schools at the high school level, adding 2 
more schools in the next 2 years. This booklet 
relates the efforts of this small urban school district 
to bring educational choice to its students, parents, 
and teachers, while having to grapple with issues of 
autonomy and governance, innovation and aca- 
demic rigor.

This report details the seven categories tracked 
by the Center for the Analysis of Commercialism in 
Education (CACE) between 1990 and 1999-2000:

Furthermore, the growing 
interconnection of schoolhouse commercializing 
Suggests that marketers are attempting to create a 
seamless advertising environment that surrounds 
children in and out of school. The drive to put tech- 
nology in schools appears to be opening new chan- 
nels for commercial activity in schools. In spite of 
the apparent increase in commercial activity, signs 
of disenchantment are beginning to emerge. 
Increasing attempts at the local, state, and federal 
levels to regulate or ban certain types of commer- 
cial activities are another indication of a developing 
public awareness of potential negative conse- 
quences of such activities. An appendix contains 
sources, search strategies, and search terms.

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Since 1991, charter schools of widely varying 
types and structure have spread to 1600 schools 
nationwide. A federal study suggests charter 
schools, compared with other public schools, are 
smaller, have a similar racial composition, and 
serve on average slightly fewer students with dis- 
abilities, an equal percentage with limited English 
proficiency, and slightly more school-lunch-eligi- 
ble students. Following three defeats, in 1999 the 
Oregon legislature authorized charter schools, 
either as new entities or expansions of existing pro- 
grams. Schools must be open to all and offer a com- 
prehensive instructional program. Charter schools 
are exempted from state laws governing schools, 
excepting academic standards, assessment require- 
ments, and health, safety, and antidiscrimination 
laws. Half of all teachers must be licensed, others 
are subject to criminal background checks, and they 
may join existing unions or form new locals. The 
state provides funding through the school district.

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Understanding and addressing the social struc- 

tures that give rise to student violence require edu- 

cators, parents, and society at large to adopt a 

critical, feminist perspective focusing on injustice 
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and incorporating perspectives of marginalized stu- 
dents. Because practices of social groups play a 
critical role in self-identity, the violent actions of 
Eric Harris and Dylan Klybold at Columbine, 
directed at athletes and religious students, are best 
understood as expressions of collective violence, 
including the passive violence of adult nonrespon- 
siveness. Typical models of justice, incorporating 
ideals of perfection, rationality, and fairness, fail to 
reveal the social context of violent acts. Only a 
focus on injustice explains the oppression perceived 
by Harris and Klybold and reveals their motiva- 
tions. Where present, as at Columbine, Young's five 
following structures of oppression make violence 
predictable: (1) exploitation signified in exclusion 
despite computer work at school; (2) marginaliza- 
tion of so-called geeks; (3) powerlessness; (4) cul- 
tural imperialism by exclusionary groups; and (5) 
violence made inevitable beyond certain student 
anger thresholds. Only by understanding social 
causes can schools realistically address school vio- 
lence. (TEJ) 
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Calls for school reform and performance have 
crested and receded many times this century. Estab- 
lishing rigorous academic standards will revolu- 
tionize education and improve equity, and standards 
enjoy popular support. Standards require: (1) profi- 
ciency by students of all grades in a variety of sub- 
jects; (2) assessment testing; and (3) cooperation 
with textbook publishers. Much current criticism of 
standards focuses on the relationship between 
democracy and education. Dewey's broad, dynamic 
understanding of this relationship in a lived democ- 
racy included developing a shared common purpose 
through communication, but current discussions too 
often exclude the experiences of teachers. Many 
critics and supporters believe current standards are 
too precise and do not ensure student understand- 
ing. Frequently overlooked are the substantial limi- 
tations of standardized tests, which ignore factors 
outside school. The potential of alternative assess- 
ment instruments is demonstrated by the experience 
of a first-grade teacher in New York City's Lower 
East Side school linking democracy and instruction 
by focusing on specific skills students need in 
diverse settings.

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Strategic planning, accountability, and restruc- 
turing efforts often exacerbate targeted problems 
because the accurate information required for suc- 
cess is unavailable. This document offers a model 
monitoring system for utilizing important informa- 
tion by schools and districts.

Part 4, “Gathering and Using School 
and District Monitoring Information,” offers sur- 
veys and exhibits assisting schools and districts that 
aim to implement the described monitoring sys- 
tems.

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Recent studies suggest unionization constrains 
administrators, impedes reform, and makes achiev- 
ing accountability difficult. Interviews with 11 
principals and analysis of the collective bargaining 
agreement between the New York City Board of 
Education and the United Federation of Teachers 
indicates rigid work rules prevent the flexibility and 
autonomy schools require to meet educational mis- 
sions. The contract complicates transfer decisions 
by favoring veteran teachers, a problem not 
addressed in recently negotiated School-Based 
Options plans.

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Overcoming decades of labor, financial and per- 
formance troubles, the Chicago school system has 
enjoyed improving test scores 3 consecutive years, 
rising attendance, and labor peace under a new con- 
tract balancing the budget. Despite some criticism, 
the Chicago system enjoys reform successes in six 
areas: (1) improved governance; (2) greater flexibil- 
ity in resource allocation, work rules, and seniority 
requirements; (3) uniform high standards and 
expectations; (4) greater accountability system- 
wide; (5) expanded early support for children and 
mothers; and (6) willingness to consider varied 
unconventional policy options. The district is incre- 
mentally raising low minimum promotional stan- 
dards, as at risk students are identified for support.

The broader public supports a system that aids par- 
ents by offering safe schools and buildings, finan- 
cial stability, and labor peace with substantially 
unchanged funding.

Massachusetts currently avaactiaius several char 
ter schools in its K-12 educatuonai system. This 
paper applies the charter school idea to public insti- 
tutions of higher education. Charter colleges are 
publicly owned institutions ged independent 
of most controls imposed by state bureaucracies and 
higher education systems. Charter schools are more 
able to manage their own administrative affairs, 
although they are still subject to local, state and fed- 
eral laws. It is argued that controlled deregulation 
of higher education via the charter school, fosters 
efficiency and offers improved educational results 
Massachusetts may benefit from introduction of the 
charter college concept within its public higher edu- 
cation system. Charter colleges make sense because 
they capitalize upon academia’s desire for more 
autonomy, yet provide increased levels of account- 
ability for each college in terms of results. Michi- 
gan and New Jersey serve as historical and recent 
case studies, respectively. The paper also draws on 
research which compares independent institutions 
with more highly regulated ones. Interviews with 
political and educational leaders support this argu- 
ment as well.

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Although mentoring is a popular practice in aca- 
demia, mentor-protegee relationships are, for 
women faculty, problematic in several areas includ- 
ing power dynamics and cross-gender interactions. 
This paper discusses mentoring among academic 
faculty in the context of a feminist analysis of men- 
tor-protegee relations, and suggests a feminist men- 
toring approach. Untenured female faculty often 
encounter marginalization, and affiliation with fem- 
inism may increase that marginalization. The paper 
discusses marginalization and looks at mentoring 
from four perspectives: 1) myths about mentoring, 
2) liminality, 3) transforming sexist culture, and 4) 
mentoring with female values. In typical mentoring 
programs, inherent inequalities lead to imbalanced 
mentor-protegee relationships. Many mentors do 
not have adequate training in cross-gender mentor- 
ing. Feminist mentors should help to identify sex 
bias as probiematic. Mentors of both sexes should 
participate in understanding, working within, and 
transforming sexist culture. Feminist mentoring 
emphasizes interpersonal relationships, empower- 
ment and personal develop , Self-esteem, pro- 
motion of enhanced knowledge, skills and political 
awareness, personal autonomy, and politics of gen- 
der.

Released in April 2000, this report is one of a 
series of publications issued by the California Post- 
secondary Education Commission as part of its 
planning and coordinating responsibilities. 
Intended to address the needs of elected officials, 
educators, and governing bodies, the report dis- 
cusses California's complex higher education issues 
in the context of increased enrollment projections, 
diversity, and institutional accountability. Califor- 
nia's institutions of higher education will be 
expected to enroll approximately 715,000 addi- 
tional students by the end of the decade, an increase 
that poses a challenge to the system.

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This compendium presents data on various 
aspects of the Ontario University system. Com- 
piled by the Council of Finance Officers - Universi- 
ties of Ontario (COFO-UO), it is intended as a 
companion to the Financial Report of Ontario Uni- 
versities and as an aid to financial planning and pol- 
icy. Data are presented in graphical and tabular 
formats. Statistical data presented include socio- 
economic statistics of Ontario, higher education 
statistics for Ontario, enrollment data, university 
Statistics, and financial statistics. Enrollment data 
include intake information and information on 
undergraduate and graduate programs available. 
Financial information presented includes data for 
all universities and federal and affiliated colleges.

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The term “educational pipeline” refers to the life- 

time of educational experiences incurred by stu- 

dents in the American education system. It is 
thought that students’ experiences at any point in 
the pipeline can affect future outcomes. For col- 
leges and universities, access and retention are criti- 
cal issues affected by “leaks” in earlier segments of 
the pipeline. Recent efforts by the federal govern- 
ment to improve institutional accountability have 
looked to student retention rates as important mark- 
ers. Successful retention programs consider the 
early educational needs of diverse populations. 
School-college partnerships identify and engage 
multiple stakeholders across the educational spec- 
trum in an effort to redesign and bolster the pipeline 
and to help ensure success for students once they 
reach college. School-college partnership isn’t new; 
collaboration has existed for much of the 20th cen- 
tury. In the 1980's, the movement for increased part- 
nership gained momentum. Today, technology 
plays an important role in helping to develop these 
partnerships. Differences in configuration include 
varying sizes and scopes of partnerships. Both ben- 
efits and impediments exist within partnerships. 

Overall, school-college partnerships are important 

to the success of students, regardless of cultural or 

gender differences and learning needs. Contributors 
to this volume discuss specific examples of working 
programs in existence today. (HB) 
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This paper, presented by the Council of Ontario 
Universities (COU), addresses questions related to 
development of the Quality Assessment Board, the 
applied degree pilot project, new Ontario-based pri- 
vate institutions, and new taxpayer and student pro- 
tection measures. The COU highlights four major 
points in their response to the paper, “Increasing 
Degree Opportunities for Ontarians.” First, quality 
reviews for degree programs offered by private 
institutions should be rigorous and maintain current 
quality standards for Ontario. Second, no public 
subsidies should be paid to private institutions. 
Third, the application for degree-granting status 
and the conduct of the reviews should be procedur- 
ally transparent. Last, the standards for college 
Applied Degrees should be different from those for 
university degrees. Also discussed in this paper, the 
Council responds to the Minister's specific ques- 
tions regarding the QAB, the Applied Degree Pilot 
Project, new Ontario-based private institutions, and 
new taxpayer and student protection measures. One 
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appendix outlines the Middle States Association 
Standards for Accreditation. (HB) 
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In this paper presented by the Council on Ontario 
Universities, quality indicators are considered in 
light of their relationship to the challenges 
Ontario's universities expect to face in the next 
decade. These challenges include a surge in enroll- 
ment; the need for new, first-rate faculty; and 
Ontario's potential role in leading innovation and 
research. The report makes five recommendations 
in the following five areas to policymakers and 
planners in Ontario's higher education arena regard- 
ing quality indicators and quality enhancement. 
First, Ontario's universities are at a critical juncture 
in the quality of their work, and in striving to 
enhance quality, they face major challenges. Sec- 
ond, quality refers to excellence in the work of uni- 
versities. It is considered in terms of the institution, 
academic program or department, and the univer- 
sity sector. Third, quality indicators refer to evi- 
dence of characteristics associated with quality and 
overlap with performance indicators. Fourth, the 
paper looks at Ontario's specific experience with 
indicators at three levels. Lastly, international per- 
spectives on quality are considered. One appendix 
is included. (HB) 
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Secondary school reform in Ontario is expected 
to produce an increase in enrollment. An estimated 
4,500 new faculty will be needed to meet this 
increase. In addition, 5,500 new faculty will be 
needed to fill openings resulting from retirement. 
This report's major findings indicate that: 1) Faculty 
are the crucial factor in determining the quality of 
education and research contributed by universities; 
2) A strong rise in demand for new faculty is 
expected through the first decade of this century, 
and this rise will create an enormous challenge and 
opportunity; 3) The university sector in Ontario has 
limited capacity to meet increased enrollment; 4) 
Improved graduate support is needed; 5) Higher 
demand for faculty parallels similar needs interna- 
tionally, therefore hiring barriers should be 
decreased; 6) Three sets of factors affect faculty 
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retention and recruitment efforts; and 7) Recom- 
mendations are made for sharing responsibility 
among stakeholders for meeting the challenge of 
higher enrollment in terms of faculty needed.

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Information technology and telecommunications 
advances affect universities in addition to business. 
Ontario universities need to address the importance 
of incorporating learning technologies (LTs) into 
their teaching. The Task Force on Learning Tech- 
nologies was established to address Ontario univer- 
sities’ need to utilize learning technologies and to 
guide their implementation in the Ontario higher 
education system. Many workplaces in Ontario, 
Canada require development of advanced techno- 
logical skills, and continued education and training. 
Opportunities exist for appropriate uses of informa- 
tion and telecommunications technologies in the 
realms of teaching and learning, particularly with 
regard to Ontario's university system. The task 
force recommends that each institution develop 
specific strategies for learning technology (LT) at 
the institutional and system level; that there is a 
need for a more supportive environment for faculty 
and students who use learning technologies; and 
that there is a need for significant investment in 
learning technologies by government, private sec- 
tor, and institutions, facilitated by strategic partner- 
ships and collaborations. It is recommended that the 
COU articulate a system-wide approach to LTs; and 
that each institution indicate their level of commit- 
ment to LTs via their strategic plans and policies.

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The 1990s have seen change in the populations of 
graduate students in physics departments across the 
country. The Graduate Student Survey captures 
demographic characteristics of approximately 
10,600 physics and astronomy students who were 
enrolled in the 1996-97 academic year. It describes 
the students’ sources of support, areas of specializa- 
tion, country of origin, and years of study for those 
receiving degrees. The paper discusses the results in 
light of the decline of total enrollment in U.S. phys- 
ics graduate departments over the past decade. 
First-year enrollment has declined in the last 
decade and is expected to continue to decline over 
the next decade. The enrollment decline has been 
steeper for U.S. students than for foreign students. 
Foreign students now make up 45% of the physics 
graduate student population. Support for graduate 
students in physics and astronomy varies by depart- 
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ment. Years of study averages 6.1 for students 
receiving doctorates. Foreign students are higher in 
numbers in physics than astronomy, and the number 
of women in physics is less than the number of 
women in astronomy. The report includes tables and 
summaries of major findings. (HB) 
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This report issued by the American Institute of 
Physics presents data on various aspects of the 
physics academic workforce. For the school year 
1997-98, the institute measured the number of 
physics faculty, number of women faculty, turnover 
rates, retirement rates, new hires, frozen positions, 
and faculty recruitment efforts. Data suggest that 
the academic workforce in physics has remained 
relatively steady. Overall, the data indicate stability 
in hiring and turnover and in the physics faculty 
population as a whole, although individual depart- 
ments have experienced change. The number of 
FTE (full-time equivalent) faculty in physics 
ts that grant Ph.D.s and Bachelor's 
degrees was relatively constant; however, the num- 
ber of master's degree-granting departments has 
decreased. Overall, physics departments employed 
slightly more physicists in 1998 than in 1996. 
Women faculty in physics departments increased in 
number; almost half of physics departments 
employed at least one female member in 1998. 
Turnover rate has remained steady, and the retire- 
ment rate increased slightly. The number of depart- 
ments hiring new faculty increased.

The report suggests implementing 
policies that will limit growth of the prison popula- 
tion, and shifting budget priorities to promote 
affordability and accessibility of higher education, 
particularly for African Americans.

This paper discusses regional accreditation, a 

common form of institutional quality assurance, 
noting its application to distance education.

The 
fifth section discusses facilities (e.g., gross square 
footage by category, net assignable space by use, 
and Alabama public colleges and universities, land 
inventory).

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This publication is designed to help admissions 
committees, other medical school officers, and 
health professions advisors interpret students’ Med- 
ical College Admission Test (MCAT) performance.

Benefits to 
HEIs of working with e-universities include: access 
to specialist technological and other skills, e-tools, 
and services and access to global marketing intelli- 
gence and global reach.

A decline in the number of members of congrega- 

tions or orders working at Catholic colleges and 


universities has left lay people as the primary stew- 
ards of Catholic higher education. A restructuring 
that began in the late 1960s established formalized, 
shared-governance relationships in which most 
congregations turned over ownership of colleges to 
lay-controlled boards of trustees. Now, a new wave 
of shared governance is sweeping these institutions, 
which enroll 670,000 students at 230 institutions. 
According to Relationships Revisited, a survey of 
presidents and congregation heads of all U.S. Cath- 
olic colleges, most institutions have revised their 
governance structures in recent years to respond to 
a diminishing ability to fill faculty and administra- 
tive positions with committed members of the spon- 
soring congregations, whose numbers have steadily 
decreased. To soften the impact of the loss of sis- 
ters, priests, and brothers working on campus, these 
new structures are designed to perpetuate the con- 
gregation's involvement in major collegiate deci- 
sions. Increasingly, the influence once provided by 
large numbers of religious permeating all aspects of 
campus life is giving way to governance controls 
exercised by congregational leadership. Current 
efforts to retain congregational involvement in gov- 
ernance are inadequate, given the seriousness of the 
congregational decline. (SM) 
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This paper examines system leadership and the 

role of system heads, using data from interviews of 

State system leaders (board members and chief 

executives), as well as campus heads and selected 

state and association officials. System heads have 
crucial responsibilities within public higher educa- 
tion. The relationship between board members and 
system heads has changed considerably in recent 
years, forcing executives to contend with new and 
long-standing challenges. Factors to consider 
include increasing tendencies toward shortened 
terms for board bers, board bers with dif- 
fering expectations for their service, the gray area 
between policy making and operations, and the 
problem of special interest partisanship. The realm 
of state government also has undergone changes. 

Growing distrust toward higher education among 

political leaders, increased competition for state 

revenues, and higher turnover among state legisla- 
tors have complicated the quest for public support. 

This paper provides suggestions for handling 

board-related challenges and advice for handling 

state officials and responding to the demands of a 

new generation of students. It also outlines condi- 

tions contributing to successful relations with cam- 
pus heads and defines responsibilities and qualities 
of system heads, offering questions for boards to 
consider when searching for new chief executives.

To adapt, the Glion Declaration II says 
higher education institutions should clarify the line 
between the responsibility of governing boards and 
the detailed management authority delegated to 
institutional administrators. Higher education lead- 
ers should also advocate for: an institutional 
embrace of public service trustee-selection pro- 
cesses that produce quality candidates; public 
accountability measures that gauge governing 
board performance; recognition of faculty contribu- 
tions; and mutually reinforcing relationships 
between governing boards and chief executives.

Teacher Administrator Relationship 

Some higher education observers suggest that the 
increasing complexity of academic governance is a 
way of characterizing the evolution of social expec- 
tations. Others say it underscores the adaptability of 
higher education's organizational structures and 
practices. As a general account, increasing com- 
plexity fits better during times of growth than dur- 
ing times of consolidation or selective 
reinvestment. Alternative accounts are needed to 
analyze the dynamics of change during restructur- 
ing. Such conceptual advancements could add ana- 
lytical sharpness to public academic governance 
rather than merely tracking changes in premises and 
norms in the division of academic labor. A chasm 
exists between management and governance. Fac- 
ulty members are often characterized as unwilling 
to learn the principles of quality and efficiency 
espoused by trustees, presidents, and deans. They 
are commonly cast as scapegoats, protecting their 
turf from downsizing and restructuring even when 
the good of the whole depends on such changes. 
Trustees, presidents, and deans are often accused of 
bypassing faculty consultation and acting to further 
their own partisan interests. This chasm is seen as a 
gap between the common good and self-interest. 
The paper calls for deliberative efforts to bridge 
these chasms, noting research that may shed light 
on effective ways to foster collaboration. (Contains

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This paper discusses how to design useful 

research and scholarship on higher education gov- 

ernance, trusteeship, and the academic presidency, 
proposing radically altered decision making mecha- 
nisms and several research approaches derived from 
the humanities and social sciences. The paper 
describes the world into which today's graduates are 
moving, noting that there is no serious consider- 
ation of this world and the adequacy of current edu- 
cational practices to prepare students for it on 
campus or in trustee meeting rooms. Successful 
leadership, meaningful shared governance, and the 
capacity to initiate substantive change is impeded 
by stakeholders who come from different cultures, 
speak different languages, and have different 
visions of the modern institution and whom it 
should serve. These stakeholders hold widely vary- 
ing understandings of one another's roles and 
responsibilities. On most campuses, faculty mem- 
bers, staff, unions, students, and administrators 
function within hierarchical bureaucratic structures 
that compartmentalize information and responsibil- 
ities. Suggestions for offering faculty members the 
ability to meet their commitments to the welfare of 
their institutions include securing grants to: support 
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research on cross-cultural communication and cul- 
tural divisions among stakeholders; examine how 
institutions would design themselves today; and 
investigate how states would design an ideal higher 
education system today.

1999 Symposium on Research and Scholarship on 
Higher Education Governance, Trusteeship, and the 
Academic Presidency sponsored by the Association 
of Governing Boards of Universities and Colleges 
and the Curry School of Education at the University 
of Virginia. The symposium addressed the state of 
research into higher education governance. A group 
of 23 notable higher education leaders and 
researchers participated.

A conclud- 
ing session, “Taking Stock,” discussed what disci- 
plinary approaches participants would encourage to 
further research on the issue and what consequen- 
tial projects and influential literature might illumi- 
nate these issues. Emerging themes and new 
directions included: interdisciplinary approaches; 
corporatization or commercialization; legitimacy 
and moral authority; changing institutional struc- 
tures and dynamics; the role of the president; 
assessment and measurement, institutional respon- 
siveness; effective public boards; new politics of 
higher education governance; and incentives and 
rewards.

The connection between higher education attain- 

ment and higher incomes has become increasingly 

more pronounced in recent years as the United 

States has moved toward a knowledge economy. 

What is less apparent or understood is higher educa- 

tion's contribution to the collective wellbeing of the 

nation and the world. Given humanity's growing 
interdependence, it is unlikely that American uni- 
versities can long remain isolated from the bog that 
may surround them in the 21st century. Four exter- 
nal trends may have an especially powerful influ- 
ence on higher education in future decades. 

Demographics, both in the United States and glo- 

bally, will continue to shape the environment in 

which institutions operate, bringing to the fore an 
aging and more ethnically diverse population. 

Changes i in the economy will continue to increase 

i ducated workers and shape the 

nature of higher education's programmatic 
response. Information technology, most notably the 
Internet, will continue to alter delivery mechanisms 
and organizational structures. The commercializa- 
tion, or “corporatization,” of higher education will 
accelerate in both public and private colleges and 
universities.

As part of a review of functions and administra- 
tive processes, the Illinois Board of Higher Educa- 
tion commissioned a comprehensive evaluation of 
higher education grant programs. The evaluation 
focused on the goals defined in the policy docu- 
ment, “The IIlinois Commitment,” and the extent to 
which the grant programs are contributing to the 
achievement of these goals. The evaluation process 
included a review of funding trends and the policy 
history of each program. Statutes, administrative 
rules, and policy studies were reviewed. Appropria- 
tions were considered in the context of the entire 
higher education budget, and participation in grant 
programs among sectors and methods of distribu- 
tion were examined. Additional information was 
collected in a series of meetings in August 2000. 
Summaries of these discussions are included in sec- 
tion I of this report. Section II provides the findings 
of the evaluation and the consultants’ recommenda- 
tions for consideration by the Board of Higher Edu- 
cation. The programs evaluated were: (1) Health 
Education; (2) Financial Assistance; (3) Higher 
Education Cooperation ACT (usually known as 
HECA); (4) Engineering Equipment; (5) Educa- 
tional Opportunity; (6) Work Study; (7) Graduate 
Incentive; (8) Research Matching; (9) Illinois Cen- 
tury Network; and (10 ) Eisenhower. Overall, the 
grant programs were found to have credible policy 
foundations. They have been administered with 
close attention to the priorities for higher education, 
and they reflect a substantial commitment to access 
and success for minority students. Many of the pro- 
grams leverage higher education's resources effec- 
tively. Overall, there appears to be a high level of 
satisfaction with the grant programs among the 
higher education community. Some areas for 
improvement are outlined. An attachment contains 
the goals of the “Ilinois Commitment.”

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Changes in the system for the delivery of health 
care constitutes a challenge for U.S. academic med- 
ical centers (AMCs), which are being called on to 
produce physicians who can function effectively in 
the 21st century. This paper discusses issues facing 
AMCs and suggests some steps that might be taken 
to deal with the challenges these issues present. 
There is considerable evidence that the demand for 
physicians is decreasing as the United States moves 
from a delivery system based on fee for service to 
one based on managed care. In addition, there is an 
oversupply in many specialties, and the oversupply 
of specialists seems likely to last for many years. 
Other problems are faced by the geographic and 
racial maldistribution of physicians. Minorities are 
still underrepresented in the physician workforce. 
Still another issue is the concern that current medi- 
cal education and training programs are not prepar- 
ing physicians adequately for practice in a health 
care setting dominated by managed care. The num- 
bers and types of physicians needed in the future 
will be influenced heavily by developments occur- 
ring in other segments of the health care industry. 
Some steps are already being taken to address some 
of these issues. Many medical schools are revising 
their curriculums to incorporate items of impor- 
tance to managed care. There is also some optimism 
that the problems of physician oversupply will be 
addressed in the near future and Congress has 
requested that the Institute of Medicine develop 
some options it can consider in revising Medicare 
graduate medical education programs.

For more than 70 years researchers have studied 
the validity of the Scholastic Assessment Test I 
(SAT I) and its predecessor, the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test, through hundreds of validity studies con- 
ducted at various colleges using the SAT in their 
admission process. The majority of these studies 
use high school records and SAT scores as predic- 
tors and freshman grade point average as the crite- 
rion representing success in college. Validity 
studies have consistently found that high school 
grades and SAT scores together are substantial and 
significant predictors of achievement in college. In 
these studies, although high school grades are typi- 
cally slightly better predictors of achievement, SAT 
scores add significantly to the prediction. These 
findings tend to hold for all subgroups of students 
and for all types of measures of academic achieve- 
ment: freshman grades, course grades, cumulative 
grades, and measures of persistence. Because per- 
sistence in college is influenced substantially by 
nonacademic factors, the validity coefficients for 
predicting persistence are slightly lower than for 
predicting specific academic criteria. For predicting 
nonacadmeic criteria and nonacadmeic criteria 
after college, high school grades and SAT scores are 
not good predictors.

This report discusses policies that guide housing 

for students on college and university campuses in 

matters that concern relations among status groups 

based on ethnic, religious, racial, and sexual back- 

grounds and orientations. The issue of self-segrega- 

tion has emerged as a crucial one to many colleges 

as enrollment of minorities has increased. Although 

self-segregation does not start or stop at the door of 
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the college residence hall, housing arrangements 
play a significant role in promoting or deterring 
interaction, dialogue, and friendship. There are sev- 
eral views of how a university can best foster a plu- 
ralistic campus. The first approach, the Integration 
Model, stresses the importance of interaction 
between people of different races, religions, ethnic- 
ities, and creeds.

Some examples of each of these models in 
practice illustrate strengths and shortcomings of 
each. The integration model appears to be too con- 
fining in practice, and the multicultural model 
seems to be too polarizing. Integrating housing at 
universities where there is a demand for self-segre- 
gated residence halls can be expected to exacerbate 
tensions without curtailing separatism. The diver- 
sity within unity model appears most likely to pre- 
serve cultural identities while fostering better 
intergroup relations.

This brief clarifies the U.S. system for indirect 

cost reimbursements to universities for research. In 

Canada the system of research support derives from 

historical decisions on federal-provincial roles, and 

the responsibilities and mechanisms for funding 
indirect costs is less than clear. When this issue is 
raised, comparisons with the U.S. system are inevi- 
table, but there are many misconceptions about how 
the U.S. approach actually works. Although the fed- 
eral government reimburses the real costs incurred 
by institutions in conducting federally sponsored 
research, universities carry substantial financial 
responsibilities. The rate of reimbursement is nego- 
tiated by each institution with one of two govern- 
ment agencies, and this rate is applied to all federal 
grants received by the institution. As a result, each 
institution has a different rate. These rates are 
applied to modified total direct costs, which 
exclude some to the admissible direct costs such as 
equipment and subcontracts. The average rate of 

indirect cost reimbursement in 1997 was 52.3%. 

Rates have been very consistent during the 1990s 

despite numerous policy changes. The administra- 

tive portion of reimbursements was capped at 26% 

in 1991, but there is a growing realization that this 

limit should be revised. (SLD)

This research brief looks at student enrollment 

growth, faculty aging and attrition rates, institu- 
tional restructuring, and changing government and 
public expectations to show how a combination of 
factors has created an unprecedented opportunity 
for renewal. It also explores how universities are 
using faculty renewal in a strategic way to comple- 
ment institutional renewal priorities. The combined 
hiring needs of Canadian universities are projected 
to be between 2,500 and 3,000 new faculty a year 
over the next 10 years.

The extent to which collaborative research, con- 

ducted in partnerships between universities and the 
business sector, influences the nature of scientific 
production and the level of international scientific 
collaboration is examined. The more specific ques- 
tion of whether collaborative research reduces the 
number of scientific publications in general and 
those arising from international collaboration is 
also explored. The data used were compiled from 
the Canadian bibliometric database produced by the 
Observatoire des sciences et des technologies with 
funding from Statistics Canada. Publications were 
coded and analyzed for the years 1980, 1985, 1990, 
and 1995. Total scientific production of researchers 
increased by 80% between 1980 and 1995, and the 
share of scientific production that grew from inter- 
sectoral collaborations increased by 155%, 
although this rate of increase had begun to subside 
from 50% in the early 1980s to 27% in the early 
1990s. Almost one-third of the scientific production 
of universities is produced in collaboration with 
foreign partners. Collaborative research does not 
appear to have a negative impact on the production 
of researchers. Intersectoral collaboration does tend 
to produce research that is more applied than that 
which is undertaken solely with university col- 
leagues, and intersectoral partnerships do tend to 
affect slightly the level of international collabora- 
tion of university researchers. However, the average 
impact of intersectoral collaborative research is not 
significantly different from that of university 
research, suggesting that collaborative research is 
not incompatible with quality. (SLD) 
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Some of the things parents can do to prepare 
Canadian high school students for success in col- 
lege are outlined. Helping students prepare for a 
university education is very important at this time 
because of new job skill requirements, a potential 
shortage of university teachers in Canada that may 
reduce the number of students admitted to college, 
and the increasing numbers of students who will 
apply. It is essential that students select their high 
school courses to satisfy the prerequisites for 
admission to the university program of choice. Par- 
ents can help students find out about requirements 
and financial aid available. They can also help stu- 
dents prepare for life on campus without many of 
the sources of support they had at home. Coping 
skills are very important in the first months of col- 
lege life, and parents can help students develop 
these skills. As students develop a sort of social 
cushion, they can begin to learn “tricks of the trade” 
from each other, especially in developing writing 
skills. Parents can encourage students to use all the 
resources available from the university and their 
social networks. Some special initiatives are avail- 
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able for students with various forms of physical or 
learning disability, and parents can help students 
find out about these programs. In addition to help- 
ing students obtain information and develop sur- 
vival skills, parents can help them in the transition 
to college by encouraging the belief that they will 
be able to manage challenges they encounter. (SLD)

employment of science and engineering PhDs in the

Distance learn- 
ing is the process in which the education of a stu- 
dent occurs when the educator and the student are 
separated geographically, and communication is 
accomplished through a form of technology. The 
committee, recognizing that distance learning is a 
current reality with nearly unlimited growth poten- 
tial, examined questions of how distance learning 
can be used to maximize the learning experience of 
the student and how the faculty's traditional role in 
determining academic and pedagogical issues can 
ensure that maximization. One issue of interest that 
the Association is strongly committed to is the 
importance of academic freedom in a classroom set- 
ting, regardless of the technological medium used 
to transmit the course material. The Association has 
not published a formal policy statement governing 
intellectual property rights, but two intellectual 
property issues seem essential in the distance learn- 
ing context: (1) the ownership and control of the 
intellectual property in a distance learning course;

Chapter 7 dis- 
cusses Japanese imperialism under Japanese colo- 
nial rule, Chapter 8 shifts the focus to Americanism 
under the U.S. military government, and Chapter 9 
analyzes contemporary thoughts on examining the 
characteristics of contemporary Korean higher edu- 
cation from the perspective of educational adminis- 
tration.

The Community Relations Service (CRS), an arm 
of the U.S. Department of Justice, brought together 
representatives from college campus law enforce- 
ment, college administrators, students, academi- 
cians, and civil rights organizations to discuss how 
different campuses are handling hate crimes in 
areas including crime investigation, victim assis- 
tance, media relations, and community healing. 
This guide, a product of those discussions, high- 
lights case studies and some of the best practices 
regarding these hateful acts. A hate crime is gener- 
ally defined as a crime which is motivated by the 
offender's bias toward the victim's race, color, reli- 
gion, national origin, sexual orientation, gender, or 
disability. Universities should have a hate crime 
policy and procedural administration and law 
enforcement protocol in place, and they should 
cooperate with the CRS to provide mediation and 
reconciliation services. Reporting procedures 
should be established to make reporting as easy as 
possible, including the possibility of accepting con- 
fidential reports. Support should be made available 
to all victims of an incident whether they were 
directly or indirectly involved.

While the 
4.4% increase in tuition and fees and the 5.0% 
increase in room and board from 1999-2000 to 
2000-2001 represent a slightly higher rate of 
increase than the previous year's, such increases 
remain near their lowest point in more than a 
decade. In comparison to the national average, 
American Association of State Colleges and Uni- 
versities (AASCU) institutions maintained the 
same rate of increase, but average tuition and fees 
remain below the average for all public four-year 
institutions ($3,190 compared to $3,510). At the 
master's level, the average increase nationally was 
5%, while for AASCU institutions it was 4.6%. At 
the doctoral level, the national average increase was 
4.5%, while at AASCU institutions the increase 
averaged a slightly higher 4.7%. The findings from 
this data underscore for all public four-year institu- 
tions the relationship between states’ economic and 
fiscal conditions and its tuition rates. The past sev- 
eral years have been marked by economic expan- 
sion and significant budget surpluses, which have 
helped state colleges and universities to post only 
modest tuition increases. As the economy shows 
signs of settling, many states are becoming more 
conservative in their fiscal decision-making. As a 
result, the rate of increase for student charges has 
edged up slightly. Understanding this relationship, 
particularly in light of the fact that higher education 
is the largest single discretionary item in most 
states’ budgets, is important to crafting tuition pol- 
icy that can moderate the boom/bust cycle that has 
manifested itself over the last two decades. (EMS)

Higher Education Funding Council for England 

(HEFCE) and the Department of Education of

These things are determined by looking 
at the experience of program planners, reflections 
on changing views of service and learning, open- 
ness to new perspectives, and open dialogue. (SLD) 
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This paper describes a study of the factors that 

motivate researchers toward particular topics as

Strong drives for social or edu- 
cational change were tempered, however, by cir- 
cumstance and process, especially the pressures of 
working in an organization in which individuals are 
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expected to work toward promotion and tenure. The 
tenure process emerged as the strongest indicator of 
whether these researchers experienced constraints 
as they set their research agendas. Assistant and 
associate professors were more likely to think of 
their work with passion and resolve. The data reveal 
the complex way in which motivations and con- 
straints interact as new faculty find their place in the 
academy.

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This paper describes the attempt to use the Inter- 
net to study a particular student culture. The goal is 
to highlight the ethical and procedural issues 
encountered in the Internet study of an online stu- 
dent culture. The primary purpose of the study was 
to examine how closeted gay students experience 
their identity on campus and in an online environ- 
ment. Other than the invitation to participate, no 
messages were sent to chat rooms and no conversa- 
tions or discussions were initiated in the public 
forums. Researchers only responded to inquiries 
that were directed to them privately, and were care- 
ful to follow the community guidelines for chat 
rooms they entered. Ultimately 13 individuals con- 
sented to participate in the study, and 7 agreed to be 
interviewed online. In addition to the formal data 
collection, researchers engaged in more than 100 
exchanges with potential participants. The research 
application was readily accepted by the college's 
institutional review board. Several technical prob- 
lems were evident, especially with regard to Inter- 
net access. A positive aspect of the research was 
that costs for data collection were minimal. The 
greatest benefit of the approach was that the partici- 
pants’ anonymity was virtually assured. It also 
appears that the anonymous culture of the Internet 
caused many dropouts and no-shows among those 
the researchers expected to participate. The 
researchers thought that they were not altogether 
successful in negotiating the Internet culture, and 
they recognized some problems with reliability and 
validity. They did attract respondents from 11 dif- 
ferent states and at least that many institutions, and 
they thought the study made a real contribution to 
knowledge about closeted gay students on campus.

A successful Web-based training (WBT) system 
must be highly adaptable to already existing train- 
ing procedures and software in a special environ- 
ment.

The success of a 
WBT system therefore mainly depends on the abil- 
ity of the system to utilize the well known commu- 
nication channels instead of defining new ones.

TLE system. Also outlined are the three steps to 
performing an online discussion using the high- 
level online collaboration tools of GENTLE. (AEF)

A number of researchers in cognitive science 
have proposed reasons as to why collaborative 
learning is more efficient than learning alone. The 
study of collaborative learning has shifted in focus 
to the relationship between the process of collabo- 
ration itself and the learning results. This study 
focuses on the latter. The study proposes two ele- 
ments that were encountered during analysis of 
cross-age tutoring investigations. The first is that 
both learners’ questions and tutors’ advice is repre- 
sentative of their externalized metacognitive expe- 
rience. The second is the manner in which 
interaction between learners and tutors develops the 
learner's monitoring abilities. If learners notice dif- 
ferences in meaning in the responses tutors give to 
learners’ questioning and perform conscious cogni- 
tion of the tutor's externalized metacognitive expe- 
riences, the learner's reflective thinking caused by 
the tutor's responses produces the learner's monitor- 
ing as affected by the tutor's criterion. (AEF) 
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While working collegially, academics usually 
maintain an objective distance from the work of 
their peers. Higher education institutions also tend 
to differentiate themselves from other institutions 
and define their own special niche in the market- 
place. These attitudes are concerned with establish- 
ing uniqueness and they contribute to an academic 
culture that pervades the education system from the 
individual academic to the institution level. This 
culture rewards teachers for designing unique 
courses. In Australia in particular, this personal 
course development is accepted practice to the 
extent that cross-institutional formal evaluation and 
comparison of courses does not generally occur. An 
academic will not normally adopt another aca- 
demic's course without personalizing it. Individual 
academics (or small groups) put together courses 
and computer-aided learning packages. Consistent 
with the cultural practices, few other academics in 
the same discipline at other institutions adopted 
these inflexible courses. The conclusion is that the 
uptake of learning programs by teachers and institu- 
tions will only occur if the programs are consistent 
with the academic culture and are customizable. A 
recent development in Australia, the National 
Teaching and Learning Database (NTLD) project is 
designed to provide access to educational 
resources. Course developers submit a URL of the 
location of those learning materials, but ownership 
is retained by the institution that developed the 
original material. The NTLD is a distributed data- 
base that provides access teaching and learning 
materials to be customized, assembled, and utilized 
in a manner that suits the individual academic or 
institution style. (AEF) 
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Scaffolding is a form of temporary support 
offered to a learning to assist in the process of 
becoming a skilled practitioner. Traditionally, the 
most common form of learning has been appren- 
ticeship, where a novice learns through active par- 
ticipation in a task, initially only peripherally, and 
then assuming more control and ownership.

Studies 
also consistently show that boys play more elec- 
tronic games than girls, although girls perceived 
themselves to have peer approval for moderate 
amounts of game playing, and both boys and girls 
enjoy violent electronic games. The digest then dis- 
cusses research on the effects of playing violent 
games. Studies tend to show an increase in arousal 
and aggression in subjects who have played a vio- 
lent versus a nonviolent game, although there may 
still be insufficient laboratory research to support 
strong causal statements about the effects of violent 
games on children's aggression. The digest 
describes research on other effects of electronic 
game playing, such as the link between heavy game 
playing or playing of violent games and self-con- 
cept. Following a discussion of two electronic game 
rating systems, devised by the Recreational Soft- 
ware Advisory Council and the Entertainment Soft- 
ware Rating Board, the digest offers parents 
recommendations for managing their children's 
game play. Recommendations include knowing the 
content and procedures of the games, paying atten- 
tion to game ratings, establishing explicit game- 
playing guidelines, and educating children about 
the difference between media and real-life violence.

For the first time, these new 
standards include pre-kindergarten standards, while 
outlining the mathematics that children should 
learn as they progress through school. The stan- 
dards present a broad view of what mathematics is 
and can be for young children—a view that early 
childhood educators implementing developmen- 
tally appropriate practices can use. This digest dis- 
cusses the latest mathematics standards for young 
children and how teachers can use developmentally 
appropriate practices to help children meet these 
standards. The digest points out that “Principles and 
Standards for Schoo! Mathematics” identifies both 
content and process standards. The content stan- 
dards are organized into several areas: (1) number 
and operations; (2) geometry; (3) measurement; (4) 
data analysis and probability; and (5) algebra. The 
process standards set out in “Principles” are con- 
gruent with developmentally appropriate practice 
and include the following: (1) problem solving; (2) 
reasoning and proof; (3) communication; (4) con- 
nections; and (5) representation. Teachers’ ques- 
tioning techniques—including those intended to 
help children understand concepts. hypothesize, 
and generate interesting questions—can help chil- 
dren appreciate the mathematics that surrounds 
them. The digest cautions that in our eagerness to 
help children meet the standards, we must take care 
not to use instructional methods that give the 
appearance of high math achievement but that, in 
fact, interfere with real growth in understanding. 
The digest concludes by noting that the most effec- 
tive way to meet standards is to work toward them 
by beginning wherever the child is—any other strat- 
egy simply wastes the child's time and prevents the 
development of the essential foundational under- 
standings and skills needed for future success.

Even Start is a federally funded program address- 

ing the literacy needs of children and parents by 

offering parenting education, early childhood edu- 
cation, parent and child together time, and adult 
education. Noting that recent research on brain 
development and learning prompts a reexamination 
of beliefs and practices related to child rearing, 
teaching, and learning, this article provides infor- 
mation on brain development research and explores 
the implications for Even Start programs. The arti- 
cle discusses how brain development occurs 
through an interplay between nature and nurture, 
and notes the importance of critical periods for par- 
ticular types of learning.

Suggestions for fos- 
tering peaceful environments are given, including 
using visual reminders, having orderly homes and 
classrooms, providing aesthetic experiences that 
promote peace, telling stories about problem solv- 
ing, and limiting and monitoring television view- 
ing. Inappropriate strategies for dealing with 
conflict are delineated, including the avoidance of 
threats, physical reactions, name calling, bringing 
up the past, and inattentive listening. Appropriate 
strategies are described, such as identifying the real 
problems, and demonstrating mutual respect for 
everyone's feelings. Also noted are procedures to 
help adults keep perspective as they help children 
work through steps of conflict resolution. The paper 
concludes by asserting that peace starts with posi- 
tive interactions at home, in the community, and at 
school, and that each individual has the responsibil- 
ity to respond, rather than react, to conflict.

Noting that firearms outnumber children by a 
margin of almost three to one in the United States, 
this report advocates gun safety policies to protect 
children. The report provides information on trends 
in youth firearm deaths from 1994 and 1999 and 
comparisons of U.S. data to those of other industri- 
alized countries. A table delineates 1996-1998 sta- 
tistics on firearm deaths of children and teens ages 
0-19 for each state and nationwide, differentiating 
deaths due to homicide, suicide, accident, and 
unknown intent.

This KIDS COUNT factbook details statewide 
trends in the well-being of Wyoming's children. 
Following an overview of key indicators and data 
sources, the factbook documents trends by county 
for 23 indicators: (1) child and youth population;

The findings indicate declining trends in child 
population, high school dropouts, children in fami- 
lies receiving welfare, births, early prenatal care, 
teen birth rate, juvenile violent crime arrests, and 
the number of licensed day care facilities. Increas- 
ing trends are noted for the number of children in 
poverty, infant deaths and infant mortality, low 
birthweight babies, babies born to unwed mothers, 
mothers who smoked during pregnancy, overall 
juvenile crime arrests, and the number of children 
with developmental disabilities.

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This action research project evaluated a program 
to improve students’ ability to resolve conflicts. 
Many students of the targeted third-, fourth-, and 
fifth-grade classrooms lacked a well-defined sense 
of classroom community as well as the ability to 
resolve conflicts peaceably. Research indicated that 
specific skills needed to be taught. For this reason, a 
program was developed which was supported by the 
administration and implemented during a 5-month 
time span beginning in September. The imple- 
mented program included instructing children in 
three main categories: building a classroom com- 
munity, conflict resolution skills, and peer media- 
tion. This was accomplished through the use of 
activities that helped create a sense of community, 
personal responsibility, and the ability to solve con- 
flicts peacefully.

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Many children today are entering classrooms 
without the ability to interact effectively with oth- 
ers; this is often the result of inexperience with 
social settings. Without proper guidance, these chil- 
dren may become aggressive and disruptive, and are 
at risk for low self- esteem, poor mental health, 
dropping out of school, low achievement, poor 
employment history, and many other difficulties. 
This action research project implemented and eval- 
uated a program to teach social skills to improve the 
capacity of primary age students to cooperatively 
work, learn, and play both inside and outside a 
school setting. Participants were students in two 
kindergarten classrooms, one second grade class 
and one third grade class. The 12-week intervention 
consisted of teaching and reinforcing 4 targeted 
social skills—forming groups quietly, listening to 
the speaker, using low voices, and thinking for one- 
self. Researchers introduced each lesson by model- 
ing the pro- social behavior followed by an 
interactive activity in which students practiced the 
skill. During the final 6 weeks, researchers 
observed, and reviewed the desired social skills as 
necessary. Findings of the post-observation check- 
list indicated an improvement in all four social skill 
areas. The most considerable difference was 
observed in students’ ability to form groups quietly. 
It was anticipated that as a result of these interven- 
tions, students would gain a sense of belonging and 
self-worth. (Eight appendices include teacher sur- 
vey form and findings, observation checklists, and 
outlines of the four social skills lessons.)

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This action research project implemented and 
evaluated a program to improve students’ lack of 
effort and use of ineffective learning strategies. Par- 
ticipants were students in one kindergarten class, 
one second-grade class, one high ability fourth- 
grade class and one high ability fifth-grade class in 
a Midwest suburban school. Student and teacher 
surveys indicated the need to reduce six target 
behaviors: (1) reliance upon seeking help; (2) lack 
of metacognition; (3) failure to learn from mistakes;

Specific interventions included: (1) 
authentic evaluation (teacher observation check- 
lists); (2) student self-evaluation; (3) student initi- 
ated academic goal-setting, and (4) student self- 
regulation of goal achievement. Specific interven- 
tions were implemented over a 12-week period. 
Improvement was measured by a series of student 
surveys and teacher observation checklists. In kin- 


dergarten and second grade, findings of the surveys 
and checklists indicated substantial improvement in 
the focus areas of persistence, problem solving, 
motivation, and accuracy. In fourth and fifth grades, 
findings of student surveys remained consistent, 
while the teacher observation checklists showed 
some improvement in the focus areas. (Nine appen- 
dices include the survey and checklist forms. Con- 
tains 17 references.)

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Noting studies showing a critical link between 

students’ relation to the school environment and 
their academic performance, attendance, attitudes, 
motivation, and post-high school success, particu- 
larly for at-risk students, this guide compiles 
widely recognized strategies to develop students’ 
sense of connection to their school environment. 
The strategies are organized around four types of 
connecting experiences: (1) Belonging—including 
creating schools within schools, promoting posi- 
tive peer relations, building connections to the com-

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Understanding the condition of children as they 

enter school can provide clues to help parents and 

teachers understand children's performance later in 
their school career. This information can also pro- 
vide teachers with essential guidance for individu- 
alizing the curriculum to help children learn more 
effectively. Finally, assessment of the condition of 
children could be an important part of accountabil- 
ity measurement. This study examined what states 
are doing with regard to defining and assessing the 
condition of children as they enter school, often 
referred to as readiness for school. Early childhood 
state representatives in each of the 50 states were 
contacted and interviewed regarding their state's 
policies on children's readiness for kindergarten. 
Findings indicated that as of January 2000: (1) age 
was the criterion most often used to determine eligi- 
bility for kindergarten; (2) no state had an official 
statewide definition of school readiness; (3) several 
states were studying the issue of school readiness; 
and (4) local school districts were often making 
decisions about how children should be assessed 
and how data on children should be used. (Contains

Noting that although there have been admirable 
initiatives in public health, education, pediatrics, 
and the law to improve the lot of children, few have 
tried to identify the fundamental requirements of a 
healthy childhood, this book explores seven needs 
of infants and young children and their families that 
provide the fundamental building blocks for chil- 
dren's higher-level emotional, social, and intellec- 
tual abilities. The chapters are: (1) “The Need for 
Ongoing Nurturing Relationships”; (2) “The Need 
for Physical Protection, Safety, and Regulation”; 
(3) “The Need for Experiences Tailored to Individ- 
ual Differences”; (4) “The Need for Developmen- 
tally Appropriate Experiences”; (5) “The Need for 
Limit Setting, Structure, and Expectations”; (6) 
“The Need for Stable, Supportive Communities and 
Cultural Continuity”; and (7) “Protecting the 
Future,” which discusses the need for international 
cooperation to meet the needs of all children. The 
book discusses each of these needs in terms of their 
implications for family life, child care, education, 
the social service and welfare systems, the criminal 
justice system, and the health and mental health 
systems, and makes recommendations for changes 
to U.S. policies with regard to each of these needs. 
The first six chapters also contain dialogues 
between influential pediatrician T. Berry Brazelton 
and child psychiatrist Stanley I. Greenspan, the 
book's authors. The book's appendices include the 
Touchpoints Model, a functional development 
growth chart and questionnaire, a list of organiza- 
tions, and notes that contain references. (LPP) 
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Introduction of the National Literacy Strategy 

(NLS) into all English schools means that even 

teachers in small schools with mixed-age classes 

undertake a large amount of whole-class literacy 

teaching. The NLS promotes the use of specific 

teaching strategies during a carefully structured 

hour-long literacy session. Also, the framework of 

objectives for particular grades means that any 

whole-class work undertaken with a mixed-age 

class is, according to this framework, being deliv- 

ered at a level inappropriate to some students. Since 

small elementary schools (having 100 or fewer stu- 

dents) are still a significant percentage of all 

schools in England and Wales, a study was con- 

ducted to determine how small schools are coping 
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with the literacy hour. Twenty classrooms in small 
schools were observed over an 8-month period, and 
about 400 students were given standardized read- 
ing and writing tests at the beginning and end of the 
period. The teachers did not find the NLS as hard to 
implement as they had expected, although more dif- 
ficulties were encountered in classes with more age 
groups. However, student progress on standardized 
tests did not differ by the number of age groups in 
the class, class size, or age position in the mixed- 
age class. Overall, the students made progress in lit- 
eracy during the year; more progress was made in 
reading than writing; and classes with lower scores 
at the beginning of the year made the most progress. 
Teaching strategies used in the more successful 
classrooms are described, and specific suggestions 
are offered for implementing NLS in mixed-age 
classes. (SV) 
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Isolation 
It is not uncommon for beginning teachers in 

Queensland (Australia) to be assigned their first 
teaching placement in a rural area. Many of these 
teachers stay there for the minimum time that they 
must, then seek to relocate to a coastal city. The lit- 
erature and interviews with beginning rural teachers 
suggest that those who view the experience posi- 
tively have their roots in the community, or a similar 
one, and those with negative views experience a 
multifaceted sense of isolation— physical, interper- 
sonal, cultural, intellectual, and personal. These 
considerations are bound together in notions of 
identity and community. Identity is a social phe- 
nomenon bound up in the people and community 
with whom a person feels comfortable; but it also 
tends to be associated with the physical place occu- 
pied by the community. Applying this to beginning 
teachers, several aspects of identity emerge: per- 
sonal and social identity, focusing particularly upon 
the immediate family group and the place where 
one grew up; professional identity, focusing on the 
preservice community, university, and current 
school placement; and desired future social and 
professional identity. If the teaching situation pro- 
vides a mismatch with an aspect of the teacher's 
identity, then a sense of isolation is felt. Although 
isolation may be real in a geographic sense, identity 
mismatch amplifies perceived isolation and the urge 
to move to a place that more closely matches the 
teacher's identity. (TD) 
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Schools (Australia), Australia (Northern Terri- 

tory) 

This paper describes the experiences of non- 
Indigenous preservice teachers during a 5-week 
rural cross-cultural practicum in Northern Territory 
(Australia) Aboriginal schools. The staff at the 
Education Resource Centre that serves and provides 
visiting teachers to Yirrkala Homeland Schools 
expressed a desire to become more fully involved in 
the preparation of non-Indigenous preservice teach- 
ers. This fit well with the efforts of Northern Terri- 
tory University to extend the school-based teacher 
education movement to rural schools. Because of 
the language barrier and Yolngu parents’ insistence 
that their children be taught only by Aboriginal 
teachers, the preservice teachers had only limited 
opportunities for face-to-face teaching. Their 
teaching responsibilities were redefined in terms of 
joint development of appropriate curriculum mate- 
rials and interaction with visiting and Aboriginal 
teachers in a workshop situation where teaching and 
learning activities were trialed or modeled using 
negotiation and collaboration. The experiences of 
the non-Indigenous teacher education students are 
viewed as a series of border crossings facilitated by 
resource center staff, negotiating entry with the 
Indigenous people and seeking the advice of local 
elders. Excerpts from student teachers’ journals and 
interviews trace the development of cultural hybrid- 
ization working across a number of binary distinc- 
tions, and provide evidence of the influence of 
Aboriginal worldviews and cosmologies on preser- 
vice teachers’ social attitudes and pedagogical 
beliefs. (Contains 28 references.) (SV)

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A review of Indigenous education was under- 
taken in the Northern Territory, Australia, to deter- 
mine the educational views of Indigenous 
communr:ties, key issues affecting educational out- 
comes for Indigenous children, and supportable 
actions to improve those outcomes. Data collection 
includec 126 targeted interviews, 40 public meet- 
ings, 106 formal submissions, document and litera- 
ture review, and case studies of 44 schools with 
significant Indigenous enrollment. The review doc- 
umented a widespread desire among Indigenous 
people for improvements in their children's educa- 
tion, unequivocal evidence of deteriorating out- 
comes from an already unacceptably low base, and 
substantial evidence of long-term system failure to 


address this situation. Deteriorating outcomes 
included declining attendance despite increasing 
enrollments, poor retention rates in secondary 
school, and declining literacy and numeracy skills 
among young people. Sections of this report cover 
background on previous reports and the sociocul- 
tural context; academic achievement and student 
evaluation procedures; school reporting systems; 
information technology and telecommunications; 
funding and costs; school facilities and infrastruc- 
ture; staffing (administrator and teacher recruitment 
and retention, teacher education, Indigenous teach- 
ers and staff); access to and provision of early child- 
hood, primary, secondary, postsecondary, and adult 
education; bilingual education and literacy acquisi- 
tion; attendance, mobility, and health issues; data 
deficiencies; and community partnerships (school 
councils and Indigenous decision making).

A chapter describing changes in 
rural Mexican life due to the massive movement of 
farmworkers back and forth across the border is fol- 
lowed by a plea for restructuring America’s farm 
labor system to reflect the nation's ideals of equality 
and progress.

Despite efforts to improve perceptions about 
Mexican Americans and other Spanish-speaking 
people in the United States, Chicanos and other Lat- 
inos are not yet seen as typical American citizens. 
Latinos continue to receive poor educations, and the 
media continue to represent them in ways unaf- 
fected by the emergence of Chicano literature. This 
book examines what Chicanos have written about 
education and the media, the two main agents of 
socialization that shape the consciousness of Lati- 
nos and the larger American society. Chapter | out- 
lines issues related to educational deficiencies in 
Latino education and the neglect of Hispanic 
authors in academic and literary worlds. Chapter 2 
compares Chicano and Irish literature to explain 
some problems encountered by ethnic oppositional 
authors. Chapters 3-4 present an overview of the 
Hispanic presence in American culture and the dis- 
regard for and negative images of Hispanics in the 
media.

This is a modern 
story of counting coup that follows a talented young 
woman named Sharon LaForge, a gifted basketball 
player and a descendant of one of George Arm- 
strong Custer's Indian scouts. Although the book's 
format follows her high schoo! basketball team's 
progress to the state championship, it is more than a 
story about the culture of sports and girls, it is a por- 
trait of modern-day American Indian life on the 
Crow Indian reservation in Montana. Sharon, a fiery 
competitor with the skill to dominate a high school 
game and earn a college scholarship, carries the 
hopes and frustrations of her people on her shoul- 
ders as she battles her opponents on and off the 
court. The book delves into Sharon's life and shows 
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the realities of the reservation: shattered families, 
bitter tribal politics, friction between Whites and 
Indians, and the struggle against a belief that Indian 
children, even the most intelligent and talented, are 
destined for heartbreak. Although Sharon's team 
did not make the state championship and she did not 
get a college scholarship, the epilogue relates how 
she finally did attend college in spite of many hard- 
ships, and considers that feat her biggest win. (Con- 
tains an index and photographs.) (Author/TD) 
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Heart Lung and Blood Institute 
In keeping with its priority to reduce the dispro- 
portionate burden of heart, lung, and blood diseases 
in minority populations, the National Heart, Lung, 
and Blood Institute has established an outreach 
project called Building Healthy Hearts for Ameri- 
can Indians and Alaska Natives. This bacxground 
report provides an overview of the cardiovascular 
health status of this population to guide develop- 
ment of the project. Section | discusses the limita- 
tions of data on the health of Native people. The 
second section presents demographic characteris- 
tics of Native Americans. Section 3 discusses car- 
diovascular disease mortality, major cardiovascular 
tisk factors, and effects of these risk factors on 
Native people. The fourth section describes health 
knowledge, beliefs, and behaviors of Native Ameri- 
cans including their perceptions of health. Section 5 
highlights several existing community-based health 
promotion and disease prevention programs tar- 
geted at Native Americans. The sixth section pre- 
sents recommended strategies for designing 
community-based health promotion programs for 
Native Americans based on the success of existing 
programs. Section 7 discusses five theoretical mod- 
els of health promotion programs targeting Native 
people. The final section offers recommendations 
for improving the heart health of Native Americans 
based on existing literature, evaluations of current 
programs, and telephone interviews with people 
working to improve Native health. (Contains 60 ref- 
erences.)

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This report presents current information on the 
characteristics and work patterns of hired laborers 
who perform crop work in the United States. Infor- 
mation was obtained from interviews with 4,199 
workers in 85 counties between October 1, 1996 
and September 30, 1998. Chapters 1-3 provide 
information about the farmworkers themselves, 
including demographic characteristics, family com- 
position, national origin, education, literacy, and 
language proficiency. Chapters 4 and 5 describe the 
labor force participation of U.S. crop workers and 
outline the characteristics of farm jobs held by 
workers in the survey. Chapter 6 contains informa- 
tion on farmworkers’ income, assets, and use of 
social services. The report finds that farmworker 
wages had stagnated; annual earnings remained 
below the poverty level; farmworkers experienced 
chronic underemployment; and the farm workforce 
increasingly consisted of young, single males who 
were recent immigrants. Five out of six farmwork- 
ers spoke Spanish, farmworkers typically had com- 
pleted 6 years of education, and just one-tenth of 
foreign-born farmworkers spoke or read English 
fluently. The findings indicate a national oversupply 
of farm labor. A study of the demand for farm labor 
and how it would change as the supply changed 
would complement this data and help point the way 
to an agricultural labor market with stable employ- 
ment; higher wages; and a legal, domestic work- 
force. An appendix describes statistical 
conventions used in this report. (Contains 28 figures 
and 7 data tables.)

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This directory presents, in narrative form, core 
information about the operations of approximately 
100 Aboriginal literacy programs throughout Can- 
ada. To qualify for inclusion in the directory, each 
program had to offer basic, functional, or advanced 
literacy training; offer literacy training in English, 
French, or an Aboriginal language; be “Aboriginal 
controlled”; and attract learners who are “return 
students.” The program profiles are arranged by 
province and include contact information, host 
organization, communities served, program mis- 
sion and objectives, program features, and unusual 
features or concerns.

Programs are 
hosted primarily by First Nation Band Councils and 
Aboriginal community centers. The programs in the 
directory have met and overcome a number of chal- 
lenges: the isolation and onerous responsibilities of 
literacy practitioners, inadequate financial 
resources, the need to provide a safe and welcoming 
environment, the need to develop a curriculum that 
is Soth culturally relevant and relevant to adults’ 
lives, transportation and daycare obstacles, learn- 
ers’ personal problems that decrease motivation, 
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and inadequate access to technology and technical 
assistance. Successful programs share several criti- 
cal features: a safe and welcoming environment, 
supportive community leadership, competent pro- 
gram staff, community support resources, adequate 
human and financial resources, relevant personal- 
ized programming, and appropriate curriculum. 
Information is presented on funding and support 
available from the National Literacy Secretariat, 
and an agenda for a national Aboriginal literacy 
conference is suggested. (Contains the interview 
protocol.) (SV) 
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This book reports on a 3-year ethnographic study 

of academic achievement and schooling orienta- 
tions among immigrant Mexican and Mexican 
American students at a Houston (Texas) high 
school. The study included a survey of the entire 
student body (2,281 students), participant observa- 
tion in the school and community from 1992 to 
1995, 25 open-ended group interviews with stu- 
dents, and examination of school records and docu- 
ments. The study site was chosen in part because of 
Mexican Americans’ historical struggle for equal 
educational opportunity in Houston and a massive 
student walkout in 1989 to protest problems stem- 
ming from staff indifference, cultural insensitivity, 
and neglect. Findings indicate that rather than func- 
tioning as a conduit for the attainment of the Ameri- 
can dream, this large, overcrowded, and 
underfunded urban school reproduces Mexican 
youth as a monolingual, English-speaking, ethnic 
minority, neither identified with Mexico nor 
equipped to function competently in America’s 
mainstream. For the majority of this school's regu- 
lar (non-college-bound) students, schooling is a 
subtractive process that divests them of important 
social and cultural resources and leaves them pro- 
gressively vulnerable to academic failure. U.S.- 
born students achieve at lower levels than immi- 
grant students, reflecting this loss of social capital, 
resulting alienation and division among student 
groups, and the absence of caring relationships 
between teachers and students. Ar epilogue sug- 
gests what additive schooling might look like. An 
appendix details the research methodology. (Con- 
tains approximately 180 references, notes, and an 
index.)

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Building on the theorem that a positive self-iden- 
tity is fundamental to completion of an education, a 
study was conducted to learn how schools with dif- 
fering backgrounds affected the ethnic identity of 
students. Two schools in Denver (Colorado) were 
selected for this case study. “Broderick High 
School” is a large public school whose enrollment 
was mostly Anglo until the mid- 1960s, when a large 
number of Chicanos began attending. Escuela 
Tlatelolco, is a small, private, Chicanocentric high 
school founded in 1970 to serve Chicano students. 
Interviews with 20 Chicano graduates of the two 
schools as well as interviews and observations of 
school staff and students examined the methods 
each school used to transmit a sense of ethnic iden- 
tity and pride, encourage academic achievement, 
and counsel Chicano students concerning pursuit of 
higher education and employment. Six themes 
emerged: low academic expectations from teachers 
and counselors were often overcome through inter- 
vention by a ber of the Hispanic c nity; 
minority students internalized the negative views of 
others toward them; Chicanos faced discrimination 
and racism at school, college, and work; all but one 
participant expressed the importance of their ethnic 
identity; the concept of returning something to the 
Hispanic community was strong among those who 
participated in the Chicano movement in the late 
1960s; and Chicano college organizations helped 
many participants cope with college. Nine recom- 
mendations are given for successfully educating 
children from different cultures. (Contains 141 ref- 
erences and author and subject indexes.) (TD) 
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This book offers an in-depth study of an exem- 

plary school for Native students, the Joe Duquette 

High School in Saskatoon, Saskatchewan (Canada). 

The school's successes and its uniqueness are based 

on the consistent and insistent commitment of all 

involved to a focus on Aboriginal spirituality within 
the school and the human relationships there. The 
sacred circle is the foundation of the school's phi- 
losophy and curriculum and is evident in all school 
activities.

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Implicit in the work of S. Huck and H. Sandler 
(1979) is the idea that the concept “rival hypothe- 
ses” refers to some kind of alternative explanation. 
Rather than being threats to internal validity, rival 
hypotheses, in their view, are interpretations that 
differ from those of the researcher. This paper 
broadens the idea to include any interpretations or 
explanations that are important in understanding 
and using results, whether these are inconsistent 
with those of the researcher or simply noted as plau- 
sible. Huck and Sandler present 20 categories of 
rival hypotheses, going beyond the classic list of 7 
threats to internal validity (Campbell and Stanley, 
1963). This paper organizes categories of threats, 
dividing them into threats to external validity (or 
generalizability) and threats to internal validity. 
Three categories within internal credibility corre- 
spond to statistical conclusion, relationship conclu- 
sion, and causal conclusion explanations. These 
three categories are further subdivided, as shown in 
a table of potential threats to validity for experi- 
mental and non-experimental designs. (SLD) 
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The reasons teachers give for their assessment 
and grading practices and the factors that influence 
these practices were studied. Of 200 elementary and 
secondary mathematics and English teachers who 
volunteered to participate, researchers selected 60 
teachers as representing maximum variation and 
then interviewed 24. Interview transcripts were 
coded for analysis. The data analysis resulted in a 
tentative model that explains how and why teachers 
decide to use specific assessment and grading prac- 
tices. Six themes were identified in the model: (1) 
teacher beliefs and values; (2) classroom realities; 
(3) external factors; (4) teacher decision making 
rationale; (5) assessment practices; and (6) grading 
practices. The main tenet of the model holds that 
there was tension between teachers’ internal beliefs 
and values and the realities of the classroom and 
other external factors imposed on them. The most 
salient internal factor was the teacher's philosophy 
of teaching and learning. The major external factors 
were identified as mandated statewide learning fac- 
tors and high stakes tests, district grading polices, 
and parents.

Achievement levels, 
reporting methods, interpretations, and audiences 
must also be considered. The technical problems 
are serious enough, and the weight of policy consid- 
erations and uncertainty about how a VNT will 
affect NAEP are also worth contemplating. There 
are policy issues that should be addressed before 
considering linking methods.

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An action research project was conducted to 

measure any difference in spelling achievement 

after Word Study activities were used during spell- 
ing instruction. Word Study approaches to spelling 
instruction offer hands-on experiences with the 
manipulation of letters to form words. It was 
hypothesized that students taught spelling skills 
with a Word Study approach would demonstrate 
greater achievement as measured by the Develop- 
mental Spelling Analysis (K. Ganske, 1999) than 
those taught using a basal-based approach. In this 
quasi-experimental study, the research used a non- 
independent “t” test design with matched pairs. The 

convenience sample consisted of 12 students in a 

Developmentally Handicapped classroom in a large 

urban school district in Ohio. The students were 

tested before Word Study activities were incorpo- 
rated into spelling instruction. Students were 
grouped into developmental spelling groups based 
on their scores from the Developmental Spelling 

Analysis and then engaged in Word Study activities. 

AT the end of 4 weeks, the students were posttested 

using the same instrument. The scores were 

matched and correlated to measure any increase in 
spelling achievement. Significant differences were 
found in sores before and after treatment. The non- 
independent ai if test scores showed 
t(1)=2.602p>0.05. This outcome suggests that the 
use of Word Study activities increases spelling 
achievement.

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This digest introduces hierarchical data struc- 
ture, describes how hierarchical models work, and 
presents three approaches to analyzing hierarchical 
data. Hierarchical, or nested data, present several 
problems for analysis. People or creatures that exist 
within hierarchies tend to be more similar to each 
other than people randomly sampled from the entire 
population; for this reason, observations based on 
these individuals are not fully independent. Hierar- 
chical linear modeling can address problems caused 
by this situation. The basic concept is similar to that 
of ordinary least squares regression. On a base level 
(usually the individual), an outcome variable is pre- 
dicted as a function of a linear combination of one 
or more level 1 variables. On subsequent levels, the 
level 1 slope (or slopes) and intercept become 
dependent variables being predicted from level 2 
variables. Through this process, the effects of level 
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1 variables on the outcome are accurately modeled, 
and the effects of level 2 variables are also modeled 
on the outcome. Cross-level interactions can be 
modeled. Data from the National Education Longi- 
tudinal Survey of 1988 are used to illustrate disag- 
gregated, aggregated, and hierarchical analyses. 
These analyses reveal the need for multilevel analy- 
sis of multilevel data. (SLD) 
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This digest complements guidelines addressing 
the mechanics of online searching by considering 
how treating information searches as exercises in 
critical thinking can improve our use of online 
resources. It addresses the use and application of 
metacognition, hypothesis testing, and augmenta- 
tion. Improving metacognition means improving 
the ability to monitor what we know and how we 
know it. Some ways to accomplish this include put- 
ting the project aside for a brief time, talking it out, 
and developing content knowledge. When these 
strategies have been exhausted, it is useful to find 
someone who may know more about it. Searching 
the literature should be an exercise in hypothesis 
testing, an exercise that can be improved by actively 
pursuing alternatives and taking an evaluative posi- 
tion. Once one adopts an evaluativist position, aug- 
mentation strategies help carry out the evaluation. 
Considering the structure and reliability of a source 
and remembering that even reputable sources are 
fallible are important. Using systematic analysis for 
a comprehensive, though time-consuming evalua- 
tion, is important. Heuristics are useful when it is 
necessary to make quick decisions, when there is 
not enough information for systematic analysis, or 
to complement systematic approaches. (Contains

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This digest introduces ways of responding to the 

call for criterion-referenced information using 

Bayes’ Theorem, a method that was coupled with 

criterion-referenced testing in the early 1970s (see 

R. Hambleton and M. Novick, 1973). To illustrate 

Bayes’ Theorem, an example is given in which the 

goal is to classify an examinee as being a master or 

nonmaster. Responses to previously piloted items 

are used to determine the probabilities of mastery 

and nonmastery, and ther the examinee is classified 
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based on those probabilities. The Bayesian network 
defined in this example is a simple diverging graph 
in which the master/nonmaster state is causally con- 
nected to the set of item responses. When applied to 
decision support systems and other expert systems, 
Bayesian networks are typically much more com- 
plex, but the computations for basic applications, as 
illustrated, are quite simple. The framework out- 
lined is applicable to a range of settings and to mul- 
tidimensional items and tests. Bayesian networks 
have been used as the basis for computer adaptive 
tests. The framework can be embedded in an intelli- 
gent tutoring system to determine mastery after 
each instructional unit. One can experiment with 
simple Bayesian networks using a variety of free, 
readily available software packages. (SLD) 
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This digest presents 11 basic principles to guide 

the assessment training and professional develop- 

ment of teachers and administrators. These are: (1) 

assessment is inherently a process of professional 

judgment; (2) assessment is based on separate but 
related principles of measurement evidence and 
evaluation; (3) assessment decision-making is 
influenced by a series of tensions; (4) assessment 

influences student motivation and learning; (5) 

assessment contains error; (6) good assessment 

enhances instruction; (7) good assessment is valid; 

(8) good assessment is fair and ethical; (9) good 

assessments use multiple methods; (10) good 

assessment is efficient and feasible; and (11) good 
assessment appropriately incorporates technology. 

What is most essential about assessment is under- 

standing how general, fundamental assessment 

principles and ideas can be used to enhance student 

learning and teacher effectiveness. (Contains 13

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Three commonly used means of assessment of 
student achievement are discussed. First, standard- 
ized tests are often used to assess student achieve- 
ment. These tests are developed by professional 
testing and measurement specialists who are com- 
pletely removed from the local student and class- 
room. There are many objections to the use of 
standardized tests, among which are questions of 
validity and the fact that they measure achievement 
at only one time. Second, criterion-referenced tests 
(CRTs) have a major advantage over other standard- 
ized tests because they have objectives teachers can 
use to gauge their teaching. The alignment of the 
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objectives with the test items on the CRT can make 
for quality validity. A constructivist approach to 
assessment emphasizes that students construct their 
own ideas in ongoing learning activities. Advocates 
of a constructivist approach assess learner achieve- 
ment within an ongoing lesson or unit of study. 
Third, portfolio assessment usually goes along with 
the constructivist philosophy. A valid and reliable 
approach to assessment is suggested that relies on 
portfolios and a constructivist philosophy, with 
minimal use of CRTs and standardized tests. The 
use of checklists and rating scales, self-appraisal by 
students, and teacher evaluation of the student in 
essay form will all enhance the assessment 
approach. (SLD) 
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It is important for teachers to be accountable for 
what they do professionally, but it is difficult to 
determine how teachers can show their perfor- 
mance. The question of merit pay for teachers 
shows the difficulties of demonstrating what the 
teacher really has accomplished. To appraise 
teacher accountability using state mandated objec- 
tives, ratings and rankings on report cards can show 
how well students in a class have done and how they 
have scored on achievement tests, but not how they 
have done in functional activities and experiences. 
Holding the individual teacher accountable is diffi- 
cult at best, and more complicated for teachers in 
charter schools. A portfolio approach to student 
evaluation can also provide information about 
teacher accountability. Certification by the National 
Board for Professional Teaching Standards is one 
way that teachers can show that they have knowl- 
edge of quality standards in teaching students.

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The Student Career Awareness Network (SCAN) 
at L. B. Johnson Middle School, New Mexico, seeks 
to target a wide range of students with differing 
abilities while incorporating School-To-Career's 
philosophy of instruction. SCAN uses work-related 
experiences such as project-based assignments, 
applications-based instruction, hands-on experi- 
ence, and working in teams. The philosophy targets 
the needs of low-achieving students, English lan- 
guage learners, the economically disadvantaged 
with mild to severe disabilities as well as the gifted, 
and a broad range of students with no identified dis- 
abilities. In this evaluation of the first year of pro- 
gram implementation, general education students 
from five classes of a social studies teacher partici- 
pated in the program. Two classes received the full 
SCAN program, two other classes received sensitiv- 
ity/employability training only, and a fifth class had 
no particular focus on work education. The evalua- 
tion showed that the program followed the proposal 
very closely. The SCAN program increased the

The Reformed Teaching Observation Protocol 

(RTOP) was created by the Evaluation Group of the 

Arizona Collaborative for Excellence in the Prepa- 

ration of Teachers (ACEPT) as an observational 

instrument designed to measure “reformed” teach- 
ing. This document is a guide to its use. The theoret- 
ical concepts that guided the development of the 
instrument are presented, as are reliability and 
validity information. In addition, the results of an 
exploratory factor analysis of the RTOP are pre- 
sented. The RTOP, developed in 1998 and 1999, 
was used on all courses in the Fall 1999 evaluation 
of the ACEPT program. Results show that the RTOP 
is highly worthwhile in the study of mathematics 
and science classrooms in middle and high schools, 
colleges, and universities. With appropriate train- 
ing, it is possible to achieve very high interrater 
reliability with the instrument. RTOP scores predict 
student learning in mathematics and science class- 
rooms at all levels. Analysis of the RTOP suggests 
that it is largely a uni-factorial instrument that taps

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The Standards-based Education Project (STEP) 

was conducted as part of the Eisenhower Initial 

Teacher Professional Development Program in Ore- 

gon, under the Proficiency-based Admissions Stan- 
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dards System (PASS). STEP focused on the 
development of a framework of teacher knowledge, 
skills, and materials for pre-service and practicing 
teachers. High school teachers and university fac- 
ulty across six disciplines committed one or more 
classes to the implementation of standards-based 
instruction and assessment.

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The Alabama State Department of Education 
School System Report Card provides annual data 
for each of Alabama's city and county public school 
systems, including student achievement indicators 
on the Stanford Achievement Test, High School 
Exit exam, writing tests, ACT test, dropouts, ADA 
expenditures, free and reduced lunch, system reve- 
nues, and teacher professional certification. An

Scholastic Assessment Tests (SAT) voluntarily 

complete the Student Descriptive Questionnaire 

(SDQ), which asks a variety of questions, one of

egory that describes them. choosing only one cate- 
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gory. The SAT Program undertook two studies 
aimed at evaluating the impact of allowing students 
to indicate more than one ethnic/racial category. 
Information was collected during 2 large fall 
administrations of the SAT I from 349,608 students. 
Students were asked, immediately following test- 
ing, to indicate their ethnic/racial background on 
their answer sheet, and multiple selections were 
allowed. During the fall administration, students 
were asked to indicate all categories that described 
them using essentially the same list found on the 
SDQ. During the second administration, students 
were asked to describe themselves using a two-part 
question, first indicating their ethnicity and then 
their race. Approximately 93% of test takers 
responded to the questions on both the answer sheet 
and the SDQ and about 4.5% moved from a single 
category to multiple ethnic/racial categories. The 
effect of the shift from a single category to multiple 
categories was further examined by comparing dif- 
ferential item functioning (DIF) results using the 
test takers from the first administration. Results 
indicate that the mean DIF changed very little when 
the groups were redefined using their responses on 
the answer sheet. These analyses provide prelimi- 
nary information on the impact of allowing students 
to choose multiple ethnic/racial categories.

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The Scholastic Assessment Test (SAT) I is 
designed for use with juniors and seniors in high 
school as part of the college admissions process. Of 
the nearly 3 million students who took the SAT I in 
1998-1999, more than 130,000 were seventh and 
eighth grade students (more than 110,000 in 1997- 
1998). While most of these students take the SAT I 
as part of a talent identification program (TIP), the 
appropriateness of the test for these students has 
been questioned. Little is known about the back- 
ground demographics and performance of the total 
group of middle school students because TIP stu- 
dents do not routinely provide the same level of 
background information as do high school students 
taking the SAT I, nor are their data maintained in 
the SAT Program files.

Identifiers—Type I Errors 

The Type I error and power properties of the 
parametric F test and three nonparametric competi- 
tors were compared in terms of 3 x 4 factorial analy- 
sis of covariance layout. The focus of the study was 
on the test for interaction either in the presence or 
absence of main effects. A variety of conditional 
distributions, sample sizes, levels of variate and 
covariate correlation, and treatment effect sizes 
were investigated.

The relationship between high stakes testing and 

retention was studied in Florida in the context of 
educational reform and controversy over the effec- 
tiveness of retaining students in grade. The focus 
was on the relationship between the percentage of 
students in grades 1, 3, 5, 7, and 8 falling below the 
50th percentile on the Stanford Achievement Test 
and the percent retained by grade. The scope of the 
analysis was on the schools years 1986-1987 
through 1990-1991, during which the reform went 
from strong enforcement (high retention policies) 
to termination. When there was a positive relation- 
ship between test results and retention, it tended to 
occur only in the more affluent schools. Leaving 
aside the question of whether retention is an effec- 
tive or desirable way to remediate students and raise 
educational standards, this study points to the con- 
clusion that high stakes approaches to improving 
student performance have a low probability of suc- 
cessful implementation. Although the retained- 
until-remediated policy may be feasible in the bet- 
ter performing schools, cost and space make it 
expensive even there, and the overall difficulties for 
implementation are formidable.

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To help schools and districts in their efforts to 
create more productive and effective learning envi- 
ronments, Mid-continent Research for Education 
and Learning (McREL) researchers developed the 
School Practices Survey, a tool districts and schools 
can use to assess teachers, administrators, and oth- 
ers in the school community regarding their percep- 
tions of their school's and district's policies and 
practices as they relate to learner-centered princi- 
ples. This guide is designed to help school or dis- 
trict personnel administer the School Practices 
Survey. The first section of the guide provides an 
overview of the survey and its purposes. The second 
section provides background technical information 
about the development of the survey instrument and 
includes guidelines for schools and districts for 
planning and implementation of the survey. Section 
3 reviews guidelines for analyzing survey data man- 
ually, with Microsoft Excel, and with Statistical 
Package for the Social Sciences software. Section 4 
discusses using survey results for staff development 
planning or other purposes.

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The factorial validity and reliability of the 
Maslach Burnout Inventory (MBI) (C. Maslach and 
S. Jackson, 1982) for use with coaching populations 
at educational institutions was investigated. A sam- 
ple of 199 college basketball coaches served as sub- 
jects for the study. The coaches completed a 
demographic data sheet and a modified version of 
the Educators Survey version of the MBI. The 
responses to the MBI were subjected to a factor 
analysis and Cronbach's alpha test for reliability. 
The results indicate that the three-factor model of 
burnout that had been repeatedly demonstrated in 
other populations for the MBI was only partially 
applicable to college basketball coaches. The use of 
this modified form of the instrument with college 
coaches, using the current scoring system, should 
be questioned.

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Oregon school districts are required to report to 

the state Department of Education students who are 

identified as dropouts. Information is reported on 
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each such student that makes it possible to describe 
dropouts with respect to several characteristics. The 
Department of Education summarizes these reports 
for grades 9 through 12 at school, district, county, 
and state levels. The state dropout rate for 1998- 
1999 was 6.59%, and the synthetic 4-year dropout 
rate for 1998-1999 was 21.70%. This is the third 
year of reporting under the state's new dropout defi- 
nition. The dropout rate for Hispanic students was 
more than double the overall statewide rate, and 
Asian/Pacific Islander students continued to have 
the lowest dropout rate. A primary reason students 
drop out is a deficiency in credits toward a high 
school diploma. About one quarter of the dropouts 
had been enrolled in the school district for 1 year or 
less. The reasons most often cited for leaving were 
being too far behind in credits to catch up, working 
more than 15 hours a week, having a dysfunctional 
home life, lack of parental support, frequent disci- 
pline referrals, substance abuse, and pregnancy or 
early parenthood. The historic relationship between 
the statewide unemployment rate and the percent of 
juniors and seniors who withdraw from school sug- 
gests that the availability of jobs has a strong influ- 
ence on the dropout rate. (Author/SLD)

incentives for welfare recipients to seek new skills

This paper estimates the effect of the growth in 
income inequality on mean educational attainment 
and on the disparity in educational attainment 
between rich and poor children. The effect of 
income inequality that is due to the nonlinear effect 
of a family's own income is separated from the 
effect due to interpersonal interactions. Data from 
the Panel Study of Income Dynamics (PSID) are 
used to estimate the effect of state economic ine- 
quality measured during adolescence on children's 
chances of completing high school, entering col- 
lege, and completing 4 years of college. The sample 
used for measures of postsecondary schooling 
(3,240) was somewhat smaller than that for high 
school graduation (3,504). As a whole, the data sug- 
gest that the growth in inequality since 1970 did not 
increase high school graduation, and probably 
decreased it. The growth in inequality since 1970 
may have increased college enrollment by a small 
amount, and it seems to have increased college 
graduation considerably. The increase in college 
graduation due to growth in inequality was confined 
to high-income children.

There was a consensus that the purpose 
of the Prospects study was to assess the effective- 
ness of Title I, but there was less agreement about 
the precise purpose of the LESCP.

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degree to which the LESCP report will meet the 
needs of Congress, other policymakers, and educa- 
tors. The two studies used similar processes for 
contracting out data collection and analysis, obtain- 
ing comments from review panels, and issuing 
results. For both studies, major design features 
influenced the study's ability to address its overall 
design. The large sample for the Prospects study 
supported fairly strong conclusions about the effec- 
tiveness of Title I. The depth of focus provided by 
the longitudinal design of the LESCP is likely to be 
a key strength, but the study uses a smaller, nonrep- 
resentative sample, a design limitation that may 
limit the usefulness of results. Both studies have 
provided valuable information, but no single study 
can fulfill the diverse information needs of the Con- 
gress, the Department of Education, all of the 
states, and educators.

ERIC would like to be given the opportunity to examine virtually any 
document dealing with education or its aspects. The ERIC audience is so 
broad (encompassing teachers, administrators, supervisors, librarians, 
researchers, media specialists, counselors, and every other type of 
educator, as well as students and parents) that it must collect a wide 
variety of documentation in order to satisfy its users. Examples of the 
kinds of education-related materials collected are the following:

ERIC also accepts non-print materials (such as films, audiotapes, 
videotapes, CD-ROMs, databases, etc.), referring users to the original 
publishers/distributors for availability. However, if such material 
accompanies a printed text, ERIC may process the printed text, as well 
as referring the user to the publisher for the accompanying non-print 
components. 


A document does not have to be formally published to be entered into 
the ERIC database. In fact, ERIC seeks out the unpublished or "fugitive" 
material not usually available through conventional library channels. 





Selection Criteria Employed by ERIC 


e QUALITY OF CONTENT 

All documents received are evaluated by subject experts against the 
following kinds of quality criteria: contribution to knowledge, significance, 
relevance, newness, innovativeness, effectiveness of presentation, 
thoroughness of reporting, relation to current priorities, timeliness, 
authority of source, intended audience, and comprehensiveness. 


e LEGIBILITY AND REPRODUCIBILITY 

Documents may be composed, typewritten, xeroxed, or otherwise 
duplicated. They must be legible and easily readable. Letters should be 
clearly formed and with sufficient contrast to the paper background to 
permit filming. Colored inks and colored papers can create serious 
reproduction problems. Standard 8" x 11" size pages are preferred. 


Two copies are desired, if possible: one for processing into the system 
and eventual filming, the other for retention and possible use by the 


appropriate Clearinghouse while processing is going on. However, single 
copies are acceptable. 


e REPRODUCTION RELEASE 

For each document submitted, ERIC requires a formal signed 
Reproduction Release form indicating whether or not ERIC may 
reproduce the document. A copy of the release form appears as a 
separate page in each issue of ERIC's abstract journal "Resources in 
Education" (RIE) and is also available via the ERIC Facility’s web site: 
http:/www.ericfacility.org. Additional release forms may be copied as 
needed or can be obtained from the ERIC Facility or any ERIC 
Clearinghouse. Items for which releases are not granted, or other non- 
reproducible items, will be considered for announcement only if they are 
noteworthy education documents available from a clearly identified 
source, and only if this information accompanies the document in some 
form. 





Items that are accepted, and for which permission to reproduce has 
been granted, will be made available by the ERIC Document 
Reproduction Service (EDRS) 


Advantages of Having a Document in ERIC 
Contributors of documents to ERIC can benefit in the following ways 


e ANNOUNCEMENT 
Documents accepted by ERIC are announced monthly to all 


organizations receiving the abstract journal Resources in Education 
(RIE). 


e PUBLICITY 

Organizations that wish to sell their own documents in original copies 
can have this availability (together with address and price information) 
announced to users in RIE, thus serving to publicize their product. After 
the document is sold out at the original source, it is then still available 
through EDRS, if permission to reproduce has been granted to ERIC. 
(Original copy prices, while the supply lasts, are generally iess, and are 
therefore more attractive to users, than EDRS on-demand duplication 
prices). 


e DISSEMINATION 

Documents accepted by ERIC are reproduced on microfiche and 
distributed (at no cost to the contributor) to the nearly 1,000 current 
subscribers to the ERIC microfiche collection 


e RETRIEVABILITY 

The bibliographic descriptions developed oy ERIC are retrievable by 
the thousands of subscribers to the online database retrieval services 
(offered by commercial vendors such as DIALOG, OVID, and OCLC). In 
addition, there are thousands of locations offering computer searches of 
ERIC based on either compact disk (CD-ROM) systems (offered by 
DIALOG, SilverPlatter, EBSCO, and ERIC), local computer-based 
systems, or Internet sites offering free access to ERIC 


e ALWAYS "IN PRINT" 

The presence of a master microfiche at EDRS, from which copies can 
be made on an on-demand basis, means that ERIC documents are 
constantly available and never go “out of print." Persons requesting 
copies from an original source can always be referred to ERIC. This 
archival function relieves the source of a distribution burden and solves 
the availability problem when the source's supply has been exhausted 


In addition, submission of a document to ERIC reduces the overall 
likelihood of overlap, redundancy, and duplication of effort among users 
It increases the probability that the results reported in the document will 
be available indefinitely and used in subsequent efforts. 


To encourage submission of documents to the system, ERIC offers to 
send contributors notice of document disposition, giving the ED 
identification number (for ordering purposes) of those documents 
selected for RIE.

Resources in Education (RIE) is a monthly abstract journal covering the document 
literature of education. It is published for the U.S. Department of Education by the U.S. 
Government Printing Office (GPO). RIE consists of twelve (12) monthly issues (each 
announcing over 1000 documents and indexing them by Subject, Institution, Personal 
Author, and Publication Type). RIE is sold by GPO on subscription or as individual 
issues on-demand. Stock is retained for only approximately six months; issues older 
than that are generally not available from GPO. Orders from foreign sources cost 25% 
additional, as shown in the table below. 


NOTE: GPO discontinued its Semiannual Index to RIE with the volume for 
July-December 1994. 


Oryx Press now publishes commercially an RIE Semiannual Index, an RIE 
Annual Cumulation (Index), and an RIE Annual Cumulation (Abstracts).

é ERIC Bibliographic Database in Electronic Form 








The Educational Resources Information 
Center (ERIC) has been responsible, since 
its inception, for creating a_ bibliographic 
database covering the significant literature 
in the field of education. The document and 
book literature (announced monthly in 
Resources in Education (RIE)) has been 
covered since 1966. The journal article 
literature (announced monthly in Current 
Index to Journals in Education (CIJE)) has 
been covered since 1969. The database 
through 1999 contains 951,770 records 
(1.085 gigabytes) and has a growth rate of 
over 30,000 records (about 35 megabytes) 
annually. 


The ERIC database is available in electronic 
form to organizations for a wide variety of 
applications, including to vendors or others 
offering value-added online services or CD- 
ROM products. 


Under authorization from the US. 
Department of Education, the ERIC 
database is provided in electronic form by 
the ERIC Processing and Reference Facility. 
The entire backfile (1966 to present) is 
available, as well as regular updates on a 
monthly or quarterly basis, to keep the 
database current. These data are offered at 
unusually low cost to encourage the widest 
possible dissemination. 


The basic RIE and CIJE bibliographic files 
are available in the well-known “DIALOG B” 
format, as ASCII files with the data fully 
fielded and each field tagged. The individual 
variable length records include the complete 
ERIC “resume” (cataloging, indexing, and 
abstract or annotation) of each document or 
journal article announced. 


In addition to the basic bibliographic files, 
several peripheral files are also available: 


(1) Thesaurus of ERIC Descriptors (a 
controlled subject indexing vocabulary 
consisting of formally approved 
Descriptors); 


Identifier Authority List (IAL) (a 
semi-controlled list of additional subject 
content Identifiers, e.g., proper names, 
candidate Descriptors, etc.); 


Source Directory (an authority list of 
names of organizations that have 
prepared or sponsored documents 
processed by ERIC); 


ERIC Digests in Full Text (EDO). 
ERIC Digests are brief 2-3 page (about 
1500 word) documents on “hot topics”. 
The EDO file contains the full text of 
these documents appended to the 
regular ERIC bibliographic records for 
each item. 


The ERIC database files (RIE and CDE) may 
be purchased individually or together. 


Backfile orders, because of the large amount 
of data involved, are sent to the purchaser 
on either reel magnetic tape or DAT 
magnetic tape, as the purchaser prefers. 
The preferred mode of distribution for the 
monthly or quarterly updates is by FTP 
electronic transmission, directly to the 
subscriber’s computer.
